DOUAY BIBLE TO UNDERGO 
ITS SECOND REVISION 


New Testament Will Be Recast in 
Modern Language, Catholic 
Committee Announces. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3. — Plans 
for revising the language of the 
Douay-Rheims English New Testa- 
ment were disclosed today at the 
National Religious Education con- 
vention of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine. 

Obsolete terms and forms will be 
eliminated and all the books of the 
New Testament will be recast into 
modern English, it is announced by 
the Rev. William L. Newton, secre- 
tary of a revision committee of 20 
theologians appointed last De- 
cember by the most Rev. Edwin V. 
O’Hara, bishop of Great Falls, 
Mon . 

The English version, 
gated by the Catholic Church in 
1582, had been revised only once 
since, by Bishop Challoner of En- 
gland in 1749. The work of re- 
vision, Father Newton said, is ex- 
pected to take between two and 
three years. 

To provide the American hier- 
archy with a group of Biblical 
scholars “to work out questions on 
sacred scripture,” the Catholic 
Biblical Association of America 
was formed at today’s session of 
the convention. 


NATIONAL GUARD ORDERED 
OUT IN S$. CAROLINA: STRIKE 


Governor Acts After Mill Posts 
Deputies Armed With Sub- 
machine Guns.

COLUMBIA, S. C., Oct. 3—Gov. 
Olin D. Johnston ordered a com- 
pany of National Guardsmen to pro- 
tect lives and property in a Union 
County textile strike tonight, on 
recommendation of the State De 
partment of Labor. The guards- 
men are “to be on hand Monday 
morning when the mill opens.” 

The Governor commented that “it 
puts a bad taste in the mouth of 
the public when the mill pays the 
officers deputized to guard the 
plant. The workers look on them 
as company employes, The large 
number of armed guards in civilian 
clothes was creating a bad situa- 
tion.” 

The mill posted approximately 75 
special deputies armed with sub- 
machine guns, shotguns and pistols 
about its premises upon resuming 
operations Tuesday despite the 
strike. Several shots were fired in 
the vicinity, the following night. 
The strike began Sept. 9 against 
the discharge of a union member 
who had engaged in a fight with 
the master mechanic at the plant.

The postoffice had 
reported that notices of challenged 
registration mailed to these per- 
sons could not be delivered  be- 
cause they were not known at the 
addresses given for them. 

The phantoms discovered by the 
precinct election clerks in this reg- 


istration amount to only 37-100ths 
of 1 per cent of the total of 429,847. 
841 Persons Fail to Appear. 

In addition to scratching these 
registrations, the board is scratch- 
ing the registrations of 841 persons 
‘who received notices that their 
right to register had been  chal- 
lenged, but who did not call at the 
Election Board office during the 
revision period which ended Fri- 
day to show cause why their reg- 
istrations should not be scratched. 

Also to be scratched are the reg- 
istrations of 56 persons who did 
seek to justify their registrations, 
but were unable to _ satisfy the 
board that they were duly qualified 
voters in St. Louis. 

Notices of challenged  registra- 
tion were sent to 3648 persons. Of 
the 1217 who responded, 940 had 
their registrations approved. Fifty- 
six were denied registration and the 
board took under advisement the 
cases of the other 221 pending fur- 
ther investigation of the appli- 
cants’ right to register. 

New Inquiry This Week. 

Employes of downtown business 
firms are being hired by the Elec- 
tion Board for a supplementary in- 
vestigation of the new registration 
to be made this week. The board 
has not yet announced how exten- 
sive this inquiry will be. 

In contrast with the relatively 
few phantoms discovered by pre- 
cinct election clerks in the new reg- 
istration are the 46,000 “not founds” 
reported in a recanvass just before 
the August primary while the Elec- 
tion Board which was ousted by 
Gov. Park was still in office. Those 
“not found” constituted nearly 12 
per cent of the registration of 394,- 
774 at that time.

BATTLESHIP OF 26,000 TONS 
CHRISTENED IN GERMANY 


‘Widow of Captain of Original 
Scharnhorst Breaks Bottle of 
Champagne on Prow. 
WILHELMSHAFEN, Germany, 
Oct. 3.—Nazi Germany’s first 26 
000-ton battleship was christened 
today for a squadron flagship sunk 


by the British in 1914. 

Frau Schulze, widow of the cap- 
tain of the original Scharnhorst, 
which the British sent to the bot- 
tom with three others in the Falk- 
land Islands engagement, smashed 
a bottle of champagne across the 
ship’s armored prow, “in the name 
of Der Feuhrer.” <Adolpf Hitler 
stood by silent. 

The battleship, built under an 
Anglo-German naval agreement of 
1935, was named after the 19th-cen- 
tury Prussian military hero, Gen. 
Gerhard Johann David von Scharn- 
horst. Gen, Werner von Blomberg, 
Nazi minister of war, delivered the 
principal speech. 

Compulsory military service was 
created in Prussia by von Scharn- 
horst, he said. 

Von Blomberg recalled that the 
last signal hoisted by the first 
Scharnhorst was “follow the lead- 
er.” He then said: “This ship there- 
fore can bear no worthier name 
‘than that of the man who, 130 
years ago, when Prussia lay 
crushed, saw in the fusion of the 
army with the people, the secret of 
victory and the guarantee of free- 
dom. . 

The vessel will carry nine 11- 
inch guns and 12 6-inch anti-air- 
craft guns. 


ITALY SEEKING AGREEMENT 
ON DEVALUATION OF LIRA 


Cabinet Action Expected Tomor- 
row If Accord Is Reached 
With England, France.

ROME, Oct. 3—A well-informed

The United States has 
been informed of the conversations, 
this source stated. 

If an accord is reached before 
Monday’s cabinet meeting the lira 
will be devalued 35 to 40 per cent, 
it was stated.

The economic 
section of the proposed accord 
would concern tariffs, contingent 
clearing arrangements and tie 
like. 

Government ministers, it was un- 
derstood, were preparing a long 
series of decrees for Monday’s cab- 
inet meeting. Many of these, it 
was said, concerned new taxation, 
since Mussolini insists the budget 
be balanced in every respect by 
the next fiscal year. 

Among the projects under con- 
sideration is a capital levy of about 
15 per cent, such as Italy had dur- 
ing the World War.

PRINCE XAVIER CHOSEN HEAD 
OF CARLIST JUNTA IN SPAIN 


Nephew Succeeds Pretender to 
Throne, Who Was Killed in 
: Vienna Accident,

BURGOS, Spain, Oct. 3—The 
Carlist national junta, comprising 
leaders of a group separate from 
but collaborating with the Fascist 


insurgent junta, recognized Prince 
Xavier of Bourbon-Parma as their 
leader tonight. 

His selection came as a result of 
the death Tuesday of 85-year-old 
Don Alfonso Carlos of Bourbon, pre- 
tender to the Spanish throne which 
last was occupied by King Alfonso.

MADRID ORDERS SPANIARDS 
TO TURN IN ALL THEIR GOLD 


Decree Also Calls for All Foreign 
Money and Bonds “For Bene- 
fit of Nation.”

MADRID, Oct. 3. — The Govern- 
ment of Socialist Premier Francisco 
Largo Caballero today gave Span- 
iards seven days in which to hand 
over to the Bank of Spain all of 
their gold coins, personal ornaments, 
foreign money and bonds. 

The decree, announced after a 
long cabinet meeting, was  ex- 
plained by the Government as being 
“for the benefit of the nation.” 

Another measure decided on by 
the ministers forbids the exporta- 
tion of gold and silver.

FRANCO IN REALITY 
ALREADY DICTATOR 


Rebels Feel War Was Won 
When Loyalists Blew Up 
Last Defense, Guadar- 
rama River Bridge.

BURGOS, Spain, Oct. 3—Repub- 
licanism in Spain has been smashed, 
and with Gen, Francisco Franco 
already Spain’s dictator, in fact, if 
not in name, Madrid should fall to 
the insurgents in about two weeks, 


.} according to the prevailing opinion 


in Burgos, capital of the rebels. 

Will the Government headed by 
Premier Francisco Largo Caballero 
flee from the capital or try to make 
Madrid the Verdun and cemetery of 
Spain? On this decision depends 
the time required and the blood 
shed before Madrid flies the pre- 
Republican colors which Franco 
brought over from Morocco. 

For the issue no longer is in 
doubt. The insurgents have ex- 
ploited all—and the Government 
none—of their advantages, and to- 
day the war is won. Entrenched 
behind the Guadarrama River when 
Franco was advancing toward To- 
ledo, the Loyalists had their last 
chance to win the batle of Madrid. 
They blew up the bridge and re 
treated from the last natural de- 
fense which might have enabled 
them to win a victory in the field 
and put’ down the rebels. 

Dynamite and Destroy. 

“That is all the Reds ever know 
how to do—dynamite and destroy,” 
said a seasoned insurgent comman- 
der as we watched the great span 
of the Guadarrama River bridge 
blown up as the battle: began. 

This veteran soldier was wrong 
if he meant that the Government 
troops did not know how to stand 
up heroically and die bravely, as I 
saw them die day after day. But 
he was right, too. He meant that 
the Loyalists should have done 
their dying and their standing along 
the river bank and the ridge of 
hills which should have proved an 
almost impregnable natural  de- 
fense, rather than yielded to an 
impulse to dynamite,

Wounded Government militiamen 
and children are understood to 
have been the first to leave the 
city. Tt is said they were going to 
Valencia on the Mediterranean 
coast to the East. 

(In that direction alone could 
persons flee from the capital with- 
out encountering the Fascist forces, 
which were strung south, west and 
north of Madrid.) 

Officials reported that the insur- 
gents had dropped 45 bombs in the 
latest raid but that there were no 
casualties and little damage. 

North of Madrid, Fascist attacks 
broke on the Government’s defenses. 
From the northeast and northwest 
in the Sierra sector the insurgents 
pushed their lines forward. toward 
Madrid. 

A War Ministry communique, said 
250 of the enemy were killed in ac- 
tion near Elvacar village on the 
Cordoba front. 

Government forces operating from 
Olias Cabanas de la Sagra were re- 
ported to have renewed their coun-. 
ter-attacks on the Fascists captors 
of Barbas despite a continuous 
bombardment from 12 insurgent 
bombers, which lasted the entire 
morning. 

Reports from Iznalloz, about 16 
miles from Granada, said the Gov- 
ernment forces “annihilated” an in- 
surgent column of 40 trucks ad- 
vancing toward Alcala la Real, 
while their anti-aircraft batteries 
shot down two of three enemy 
bombers attacking their troops. 

Reports received here said 11,000 
copper miners were defending the 
area in Southwestern Spain, north 
of Seville, where the British-owned 
Rio Tinto copper mines are situat- 
ed. They were said to be using 
tanks made from copper from those 
mines. 

Luis Jiminez de Asua, an attempt 
on whose life was one of a train 
of incidents leading up to the out- 
break of the civil struggle July 18, 
was appointed by the Government 
as Minister to Czechoslovakia.

Black, Referee in Bankruptcy for 
Amoskeag, for permission to have 
auditors examine the Amoskeag 
books. He said the examination 
would take about three weeks. 

He charged the re-organizzation 
“setup” of the Waltham Watch Co., 
of which Frederic C, Dumaine, 69- 
year-old managing director of 
Amoskeag, is president at $25,000 a 
year, “was similar to Amoskeag.” 

Dumaine was once a director of 
the Eastern Steamship Lines. 

Murray W. Garsson, director of 
investigations for the committee, 
charged executives of the Amos- 
keag companies “with deliberate 
and.criminal neglect.” He charged 
them and “a hand-picked bond- 
holders committee” with “sheer 
manipulation of finance” in re- 
organizing the company and de- 
clared the investment public lost 
$40,000,000.

MAJOR FEY, OUSTED, 
DEFIES STARKEMBERY 


Declares He Will Seize Vienna 
‘'Heimwehr—Says Majority 
Will Support Him. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Oct. 3.—Maj. Emil Fey 
announced tonight that he would 
seize the Vienna Heimwehr in de- 
fiance of Prince Ernst von Star- 
hemberg’s ouster. 

Seventy per cent of the Vienna 
Heimwehr, he said, would support 
him in his struggle against von 
Starhemberg’s new bid for power. 

Fey issued a statement declaring 
his ejection was ineffective and un- 
recognizable because he had been 
elected to leadership. He prom- 
ised to take “necessary steps.” 

One hundred and fifty Vienna 
Heimwehr leader met under Fey's 
chairmanship and voted “to stand 
or fall with Fey.” Tyrol Heim- 
wehrmen wired messages of 
loyalty to Fey. 

Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg, 
authoritative sources said, took 
the attitude that the Heimwehr 
dispute was strictly an internal af- 
fair of the organization. 

The antagonism dates back to 
the still unexplained role played by 
Maj. Fey when the Chancellor En- 
glebert Dollfuss was assissinated, 
July 25, 1934. 

Heimwehr leaders, summoned by 
Starhemberg, expelled Maj. Fey 
yesterday and issued a communique 
forbidding Heimwehrmen to have 
anything to do with him. 

After Starhemberg’s leaders had 
adjourned their conference until 
Oct. 12, after issuing a communique 
declaring: “Through energetic 
measures, the danger threatening 
the Heimwehr has been avoided,” 

Half of the Vienna membership 
resigned yesterday, charging that 
Starhemberg was attempting to 
seize supreme authority at a critic- 
al moment in Austria’s political af- 
fairs. 

As Vice-Chancellor to Dollfuss, 
Major Fey was among those seized 
and held prisoner in the Federal 
Chancellory by the putschists who 
assassinated Dollfuss. Fey nego- 
tiated with the assassins, granting 
them safe conduct to the frontier 
in return for surrender of the 
chancellory, but he insisted he was 
compelled to do so at pistol-point. 

Starhemberg, whose communique 
yesterday hinted at treachery on 
the part of Maj. Fey has forbidden 
Heimwehrmen even to speak to 
Fey under penalty of expulsion.

The National Price Serveillance 
Committee called a meeting of the 
principal producers of manufac- 
tured and raw articles for Oct. 8 
to acquaint them with the Govefn- 
ment’s determination to block any 
unjustified increases in the prices 
of necessities,,in consequence of de- 
valuation of the franc. 

The Government watched with 
anxiety today the movement of the 
devalued franc on its second day in 
the open international markets.

It is dif- 
ficult to picture the Al Smith of 10 
years ago protesting in one sen- 
tence that he is “only a salaried 
man,” and scornfully asserting in 
the next that “I couldn’t afford to 
go to Washington on a Cabinet 
member’s salary.” On the other 
hand, it may be assumed that, hav- 
ing got his personal grievances off 
his chest, he will now buckle down 
to serious campaigning. Few men 
know more about that art and mys- 
tery, and it will be surprising if 
Farley's derision is not changed to 
worry before election day.

FOR NORMA SHEARER 


Movie Actress Principal Heiress 
Under Wil! of Husband, 
Late Film Producer.

The will mentioned specific sums 
or safeguarded benefits for his par- 
ents, his relatives, his children and 
his children’s children. 

From the residue, three funds of 
$100,000 each were to be created, 
the net income from each to be 
paid his sister, Sylvia Thalberg 
Weingarten, Miss Shearer, and each 
/of his two children. 
| The document stated “I had cre- 
ated a trust fund for my parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. William Thalberg, 
with the California Trust Company. 
I wish by this will to give said 
trust the value of $150,000.” 

The will was dated Jurie 12, 1935. 
Thalberg was 37 years old when he 
died, last month, of pneumonia. 

The known sources of his in- 
come, at that time, were: 

He held a contract with Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer Studios whereby, as 
production chief, he was paid an 
annual salary said to be $500,000.

Leo Miceli, odd-jobs man with no 
fixed residence, was found shot to 
death early yesterday on’ a country 
road a mile east of Columbia, IIL, 
and about 12 miles south of East 
St. Louis. He had been shot ohce 
in the face and five times in the 
arms and body and left lying face 
down in the middle of the road with 
the burned-out stub of a cigarette 
still in his mouth, 

Identification of the body was 
made yesterday afternoon by an 
uncle, J. P. Paiermo, proprietor. of 
a saloon at 500 South Fourth street, 
who said Miceli had been a drifter 
for years and was not allowed to 
show himself around the Palermo 
establishment. Miceli was 37 years 
old and unmarried, he said. Hig 
parents, Alex and Rosie Miceli, live 
in Chicago. 

Transfer Punched Friday. 

The body, clothed in a gray suit 
and cap, was found by a truck driv- 
er. There was no cash in the pock- 
ets, the contents of which included 
an Olive street car transfer, 
punched for 4 p. m. Friday, several 
Missouri sales tax tokens, a one- 
day work permit issued by the Cir- 
cular Distributors’ Union and a 
slip of paper on which were pen- 
ciled two St. Louis addresses, 5866 
Wabada avenue and 5309 Nagel ave- 
nue. 

The Wabada avenue address 
proved to be the home of Jack 
Papia, co-proprietor of a saloon at 
the Nagel avenue address. Papia 
identified Miceli’s body as that of 
a man to whom he had sold drinks 
last July in a saloon he then oper- 
ated at 1624 Hodiamont avenue, but 


-gaid he did not know his name. 


Papia’s partner in the Nagel 
avenue saloon, George Mitchell, 
told detectives that a man visited 
him yesterday afternoon to ask for 
Papia. Mitcheli said he gave the 
man Papia’s address, which ,the 


along with the address of the sa- 
loon. After viewing Miceli’s body, 
however, he told Monroe County 
authorities it was not that of the 
man to whom he had given Papia’s 
address.

Emil J. Conrath, secretary of 
the Circular Distributors’ Union, 
said the permit card had been is- 
sued to Miceli, whom he did not 
know, because there were not 
enough union members to do the 
work available on Sept. 23, the date 
of issuance, The card was issued 
in the name of “Leo Mitchell,” 
whic.

In obtairing the permit Miceli 
gave his address as 18 North Ninth 
street, a low-price restaurant which 
went out of business. last week. 

Examination of the scene where 
the body was found failed to dis- 
close any clews to the identity of 
Miceli’s companions when he was 
killed. A bullet which had passed 
through the body was dug up from 
the road and turned over to St. 
Louis police for examination by 
ballistics technicians.

REACH THE HIGHEST 
LEVEL SINCE 1930 


Govern Says Full Effect of 
(Drouth on Living Cost Will 
Be Felt in 1937. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—After a 
nationwide study, the Consumer 
Guide, published at the Agriculture 
Department, said today that “care- 
ful buying will be necessary during 
the first half of 1937 when the full 
price raising effects of the drouth 
will be felt.” 

Retail food prices in recent weeks 
were said to have reached the 
“highest level since 1930,” but the 
price study added that they were 
“still 29 per cent below” 1929, peak 
in recent years, 

The Federal experts, pointing out 


| that the increases follow the cheap 


food costs of 1932-33, said it has re-

It Is Alleged Steamship 
Companies Gave Firms 
Orders in Hope of Get- 
ting Freight Business.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The De- 


partment of Agriculture said today 


that Secretary Wallace had begun 
proceedings against the Swift and 
Armour packing companies charg- 
ing unfair trade practices in vio- 
lation of the Packers’ and Stock- 
yard Act. Dr. A. W. Miller, in 
charge of the division which en- 
forces the act, said notices had 
been sent to the two companies for 
a hearing in New York City Nov. 2. 

Miller said the packers were 
charged with unfair practices and 
price discriminations in the New 
York district. In general, it was 
charged that the companies had 
obtained the meat business of 
steamship companies because the 
steamship lines hoped to fare bet- 
ter in handling freight for the 
packers. A second charge was that 
the packers had allowed some cus- 
tomers longer time to pay for meat 
‘han others. 

The solicitor’s office of the de- 
partment said that the packers 
would be given an opportunity to 
answer the Government charges at 
the New York hearing before an 
examiner of the department. When 
the examiner’s report is completed 
a copy will be furnished the packers

It empowers the Secretary 
of Agriculture to determine “fair 
and reasonable” charges by stock- 
yards. The Supreme Court upheld 
the constitutionality of the law in 
1922 in a test case brought by a 
member of the Chicago Livestock 
Exchange. The law gives quasi-ju- 
dicial powers to the Secretary of 
Agriculture in investigating com- 
plaints regarding livestock and 
packing products in interstate com- 
merte. The last Congress expanded 
the act to include poultry. 
Federal Trade Board Cites 5 
Firms for Price Favoritism. 
The Federal Trade Commission 
issued complaints yesterday 
against five firms charging them 
with violating the price discrim- 
ination law passed at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. 
The Kraft-Phenix Cheese Cor- 
poratién of Chicago, the Shefford 
Cheese Co., Inc., of Syracuse, N. 
Y.; Bird & Co., Inc., of East Wal- 
pole, Mass., and its subsidiary, the 
Bird Floor Covering Corporation 
of the same city, were charged 
with selling goods at discriminatory 
prices, Montgomery, Ward & Co. 
was charged with accepting un- 
lawful discriminations. 


The five cases are under the 
Robinson-Patman law which 
amended the Clayton anti-trust act 
in an effort to rrotect small mer- 
chants against price discrimina- 
tions.

Stabilizing and Control Devices to 
Be Developed Next.

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 3.— 
Controlled rockets -penetrating 25 
miles into space with scientific re- 
cording instruments are the next 
year’s goal of Prof. Robert H. God- 
dard, head of Clark University’s 
physics department. 
Dr. Wallace W. Atwood, president 
of the university, said the third an- 
nual grant from the Guggenheim 
foundation would permit Prof. God- 
dard to continue his New Mexico 
stratosphere experiments until next 
September. 
Another year the professor ex- 
pects ‘to have perfected both the 


propelling apparatus and the flight 
control equipment to permit the 
transport of scientific recording in- 
struments to a height of 25 miles, 
Goddard’s interest in rockets 
dates back to his student days at 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute, 
When he was a junior in 1907 he 
wrote an article on rockets, theoriz- 
ing on the possible use of radium 
as a fuel. His experiments have 
been financed by Clark University, 
the Smithsonian Institution and the 
Guggenheim Foundation, jointly, 
and more recently by the Guggen- 
heim Foundation alone. 

From 1914 to 1929 Goddard ex- 
perimented with smokeless powder 
asa propellant for his rockets. 
There experiments were carried on 
while he was a physics instructor 
at Clark, then as assistant profes- 
sor and associate professor, and 
finally as head of the department. 
He has steadfastly explained his ef- 
forts were directed solely toward 
perfecting rocket propelling and 
stabilizing equipment. He never 
has encouraged suggestions of pos- 
sible flights to the moon.

The decision in the repasteuriza- 
tion cases was based on briefs sub- 
mitted on agreed stated facts. Paul 
Y. Versen, attorney for the St. 
Louis and Highland companies, ad- 
mitted that cream had been repas- 
teurized as alleged but contended 
that. the ordinance’ prohibition 
against repasteurization of milk did 
not apply to cream. 

City’s Contention. 

Assistant City Counselor Martin 
Barrow took the position that the 
section relating to milk likewise ap- 

‘plied to cream since it was a by- 
product.

I don’t expect to. get cream,” he 
said. “When I ask for cream for 
my coffee I don’t expect to get 
milk.” 

Barrow said he would take an 
appeal to the Court of Criminal 
Correction. 

Judge Ruddy refused to let the 
Pevely cases go to the six-man jury 
Before which they were heard and 
dismissed them on a defense demur- 
rer. The city, after eight hours of 
technical testimony by milk inspec- 
tors and chemists, had failed to 
prove its case, the Court held, de- 
scribing it as “highly speculative.” 

Four of the jurors ‘told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that they 
would have voted for acquittal. An- 
other said he was undecided. A 
four to two vote would have de- 
cided the cases.

DECORAH, Ia., Oct. 3.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace said 
tonight that if Gov. Alf M. Lan- 
don is a liberal he should “at once 
renounce the support of these few 
powerful men who have always 
been the enemies of agriculture and 
of the general welfare.” 

In a speech here, concluding a 
week of campaigning in the farm 
belt, Wallace said “the sare old 
crowd” was “behind the throne” of 
the Republican party. 

In the past, Wallace said, the in- 
terests to which he referred were 
“the big packers, the speculators 
of Wall street and LaSalle street, 
and certain lords of. corporate in- 
dustry and finance.” 

But since 1933, he added, these in- 
terests “have been wearing false 
whiskers and smoked glasses.” 

They call their disguise the Amer- 
ican Liberty League,” he said. “The 
agricultural branch of the Liberty 
League is called the Farmers’ Inde- 
pendence Council.” 

Contending these people pretend- 


‘ed “they are in no way identified 


with the national Republican lead- 
ership” WaHace said “their money 
is and so are some of their trained 
seals.”

A perfect operating record in Au- 
gust over its coast-to-coast route in

Other grains also came under the 
influence of possibly larger plant- 
ings next year, including corn, oats 
and rye,

modities dropped to 81.00 per cent 
of the 1926 average, from 81.47 last 
week and compares with 78.31 a 
year ago. 

Spurt in Textile. 

Cotton cloth prices experienced 
the sharpest run-up since 1933, with 
forward orders covering require- 
ments well into 1937 being placed 
by many large consumers. The sud- 
den realization by the trade that 
sustained retail demand had re- 
duced stocks to the lowest level in 
years brought a flood of buying in- 
to the market. 

Subject to the same broad de- 
mand that boosted cloth, raw cot- 
ton advanced on good volume. Wool 
prices nudged up also as prospects 
of the biggest fall and winter busi- 
ness since 1930 brightened. Silk 
was slightly lower.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Active de-

Has Momentous 


Week as It Seeks to Adjust Self 
To Devalued Gold Bloc Monies 


French and Swiss Francs and Holland Guilder 
Are Marked Down Sharply in: 
Terms of the Dollar. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3-—The Ex- 
change Market had one of its most 
momentous weeks in recent years 
as it sought to adjust itself to de- 
valuation® of the three European 
gold bloc currencies—the French 
franc and Swiss francs and Holland 
guilder. 

Quotations for these currencies 
mostly were nominal until toward 
the end of the week, when more 
normal conditions prevailed with 
the resumption of trading abroad. 
Meanwhile, they had been marked 
down sharply in terms of the dol- 
lar. 

Measured by the dollar, between 
a quarter and one-third was sliced 
from the gold value of the Swiss 
and French currencies compared 
with the market before France 
moved to devalue. Definite values 
of all three currencies remained 
for the future to show. 

Relieved of the pressure of capi- 
tal fleeing France, the British 
pound also fell back toward its ola 
relationship with the dollar and 
other currencies in the sterling 
area moved with it. 

Narrow Range to Franc. 

Freed from uncertainty over the 
immediate effect of devaluation of 
the French franc, dealings today 
were within narrow ranges, with 
most of the leading Buropean cur- 
rencies except the franc a shade 
lower with relation to the dollar. 

Of special interest were French 
decrees issued today reducing im- 
port duties on many raw and man- 
ufactured articles by as much as 20 
per cent. This was hailed in Wash- 
ington as another important step 
toward removal of world trade re- 
strictions. Many American exports 
to France were affected. 

It was pointed out in some quar 
ters. that the decrees, attributed to 
the government's desire to prevent 
abrupt price rises, would diminish 
the unfavorable effect, as far as 
American eéxporters were con 
cerned, of the franc devaluation. 

In New York the French ‘unit 
closed at a fractional advance of 
00% of a cent, still about midway 
between its legal devaluation lim- 
its. Sterling fluctuated narrowly 
with the final quotation lower by 


11-6 of a cent. The Netherlands 
guilder and the Swiss franc boty 
slipped, the guilder .30 of a cent 
and the franc .01 of a cent. 

Both the Canadian dollar and 
the German mark rose slightly, the 
Canadian unit .00 5-64 of a cent and 
the mark .05 of a cent. 

Trading was quiet in London, 
where the dollar sagged 1-16 and 
closed at 4.93 3-16 to the pound. The 
New York overnight rate was 
493%. The franc improved to 
105.68 francs to the pound fron 
yesterday's close of 105.75. 

In Paris the dollar finished in 
the unofficial Saturday market aj 
the equivalent of 4.706 cents to the 
franc, compared with the New 
York overnight rate of 4.664 cents, 

The new French franc provided 
in the devaluation law finally 
passed at Paris Thursday will be 
worth between 4.355 cents and 
4.963 cents, exchange experts cal- 
culated, compared with the old par 
ity with the dollar of 6.6334 cents. 

The devaluation of the gold con- 
tent of the franc is equivalent to 
between 25.20 per cent and 34.16 
per cent. 

The franc’s exact value is not 
provided in the law, but limits are 
set by the provision it shall be 
equivalent to between 43 and 49 
milligrams of gold, compared with 
its present content of 65.6 milli- 

ms.

OPPOSE PEARSON 
IN FOURTH GAME

i bell, brilliant southpaw ace of the 


New York Giants, who defeated 
the New York Yankees, 6 to 1, in 
the first game of the World Series, 
has been given the task of trying 
to pitch the National League 
champions back into a tie with 
the American League pennant win- 
ners tomorrow in the fourth game 
of baseball’s classic. 

Monte Pearson was named by 
Manager Joe McCarthy to start the 
fourth game, instead of Charley 
Ruffing, who opposed Hubbell in 
the opener. Pearson, who came to 
the Yankees from Cleveland in a 
mid-winter trade for Johnny Al- 
len, won 19 and lost seven this sea- 
son. ._Pearson said he had fully re- 
covered from the lame back suf- 
fered late in the season. 


It was a tawdry base hit that 
turned the tide of battle in a bril- 
liant hurling duel before the larg- 
est chowd that ever witnessed a 
world series struggle. Had it been 
hit harder, Fitzsimmons, the most 
heroic figure on the field of bat- 
tle, would have been out of his 
worst jam of the afternoon. Or 
had the ball been hit with a little 
less force, the inning would have 
been over with the score till tied 
at 1-1. 

But Lady Luck had her finger on 
the scales and Crosetti put just the 
right amount of muscle into his 
swing to produce the most impor- 
tant base hit of the afternoon. 

Record Crowd of 64,842. 

George “Twinkletoes” Selkirk, 
the Yankee right fielder, had 
opened the eighth inning with a 
single to right, only the third safe- 
ty off the wisely assorted curves, 
fast balls and knucklers of the 
crafty Fitzsimmons. Fitzsimmons 
expected a sacrifice, and the first 
offering to Powell was a pitchout. 
But Selkirk scrambled back to first 
ahead of Mancuso’s throw. That 
put Fitzsimmons behind in his duel 
with Powell and Jake finally drew 
& pass, another important break, 
which moved “Twinkletoes” to sec- 
ond. 

Tony Lazzeri neatly sacrificed 
and, as Selkirk reached third and 
Powell second, the crowd of 64,842, 
the largest world series gathering 
since the Cardinal-Yankee game 10 
years ago today, realized that the 
brilliant Fitzsimmons was facing 
a most serious crisis of the strug- 
gle. 

Charley Ruffing is a pitcher and 
pitchers are not supposed to be 
good hitters, but Ruffing is an ex- 
ception. He is the best pinch hit- 
ter on the Yankee roster, and so 
Joe McCarthy called on him to bat 
for Hadley.- It was a smart move 
in two respects, though Many eye- 
brows were arched in the press box, 
the habitat of the most ardent 
grandstand managers in the world. 
Hadley had been having his trou- 
bles. He had been pounded for 10 
hits, so McCarthy was sending in 
his best pinch hitter and paving 
the way for the use of a fresh 
pitcher. 

The Giants knew that Ruffing 
was the man to be retired. If they 
could stop him, they figured, the 
game could be saved. And when 
Ruffing topped a Fitzsimmons curve 
and grounded to the pitcher and 
Selkirk was thrown out at the plate 
by a margin of yards, the Giants 
and their partisans heaved a sigh 
of relief.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 3. 
Archie San Romani, 24-year-old 
Kansan outraced the great Jack 
Lovelock on the homestretch of 
Palmer Stadium today to win the 
fourth running of the Princeton in- 
vitation mile by eight yards in 
four minutes nine seconds and ac- 
count for one of the major track 


surprises of the year. 
The time was 2.3 seconds slower 


than the world’s record set here in 
1934 by Glenn Cunningham but it 
was one of the fastest outdoor miles 
ever run and nearly five seconds 
faster than the black-haired San 
Romani’s best previous time for 
the distance. 

Cunningham, who had been ex- 
pected to battle Lovelock, the slen- 
der New Zealander who set a 
world’s mark of 3:48.8 in winning 
the Olympic 1500-meters this year, 
for first place, finished a poor 
third, 20 yards to the rear. Glen 
Dawson of the Tulsa Skelly Club 
was fourth, another 20 yards back, 
and the fifth starter Don Lash of 
the University of Indiana, dropped 
out. 

San Romani of Kansas State 
Teachers College, also was ahead 
at the 1500-meter post. He was 
timed in 3:53.2 at that point, with 
Lovelock a tenth of a second be- 
hind. 

Dawson, placed in the pole posi- 
tion shot into the lead at the start- 
ing gun, with Lash, Lovelock, Cun- 
ningham and San Romani pulling 
in behind him in that order. Lash, 
who set a world two-mile record 
here in June, dropped out on the 
first lap with a pulled muscle. 
Dawson was still ahead at the quar- 
ter mile mark and at the half, with 
Lovelock second, San Romani third 
and Cunningham in the rear at 
both points. Dawson ran a 62 sec- 
ond first quarter and was timed at 
2:07.2 for the half. 

San Romani, fourth in the Olym- 
pic 1500 meters, took the lead on 
the west straightaway and both 
Lovelock and Cunningham followed 
him past Dawson. They were in 
that order when they passed the 
three-quarter pole, where San Ro- 
mani was timed at 3:12.2. 

The pace was stepped up as they 
entered the final quarter. San Ro- 
mani was the first to pull away 
but Lovelock, the favorite was close 
behind. Cunningham, lacking the 
beautiful last quarter drive which 
has marked many of his triumphs, 
gradually dropped behind and nev- 
er was in position again to threat- 
en the speeding leaders. 

San Romani and the blond New 
Zealander poured on more steam 
as they circled the final turn and 
Lovelock made a game bid for the 
lead as: they tore down the home 
straightaway. He pulled up even 
with about 50 yards to go but 
San Romani picked up more speed 
and stamina from somewhere and 
pulled away. Lovelock was beaten 
there and San Romani increased 
his margin all the way to the 
tape. 

San Romani’s previous best time 
for the mile was 4:14.9. Lovelock, 
who has a 4:07.6 mile to his credit 
was clocked in 4:10.1 today and 
Cunningham was timed at 4:13. 

The, race was run between the 
halves of the Williams-Princeton 
football game and was viewed by 
a crowd of 40,000.

Game wardens’ who patrol the 
Lake of the Ozarks area say the 
daily catches during the last week 
have been the best they’ve seen in 
a long time. 

“It’s nothing uncommon to see 
fishermen with their legal limit 
now and some of the fish on these 
strings weigh five or six pounds,” 
one warden said. “One. evening 
during the week we were checking 
fishermen for their licenses and 
strings and became interested in 
how many big ones were being 
taken. That evening we counted 
more than 30 bass which would 
weigh between four and six 
pounds,”

Nobody seems to be fishing for 
anything except large mouth bass. 
Crappie and jack salmon, two 
other popular fish, have been tem- 
porarily forgotten in the angler’s 
zeal to make up for bass fishing 
lost in past months. 

The Lake Taneycomo region also 
reports good fishing now, but 
streams are generally too full from 
recent rains. When they recede 
and clear somewhat, they, too, are 
expected to furnish better fishing 
than they have otherwise this 
year.

The Hunter’s Day Approaches. 


Next events on the outdoor sports 
calendar for Missouri are the three- 
day deer season, starting the last 
Thursday in this month, followed 
by the opening of the duck season 
November 1. 

Neither of these two seasons, 
however, will result in any wide- 
spread interest among Missouri 
sportsmen because the deer season 
is used only by a few high-power 
rifle owners and the continued 
shortage of waterfowl, with rigid 
state and federal regulations, im- 
pose many restrictions upon wild 
fowl hunters. 

Special deer tags must be ob- 
tained by deer hunters and the kill 
is restricted to bucks having at 
least four points on one antler. One 
buck a season is the legal kill and

seasonal decrease of 8 per cent in 
August, it was 51 per cent higher 
than in August, 1935, Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins reports. 

“The decline was due to\a falling 
off in the value of new residential 
building,” she said. 
of new nonresidential building, 
however, increased more than 8 per 
cent and the value of additions, 
alterations and repairs more than 
9 per cent. Although indicated ex- 
penditures for residential building 
in August showed a decrease com- 
pared with July, they were higher 
than for the corresponding month 
of any year since 1930. 

“Compared with August, 1935, 
building activity for the month 
shows a pronounced improvement. 
Residential building, as measured 
by’ the value of permits issued, 
shows an increase of 124 per cent. 
The value of new nonresidential 
building increased 6 per cent, and 
the value of additions, alterations 
and repairs shows an increase of 
The gain in the value 
of all building construction dver 
the year approximated 51 per cent. 

“In cities having a population of 
10,000 or more, permits were issued 
during the first eight months of 
1936 for buildings valued at $884,- 
129,000. This is a gain of 74 per 
cent over the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. The value 
of new ' residential buildings fom 
which permits were issued 
amounted to $397,796,000, an in- 
crease of $225,762,000, or 131 per 
cent. The value of new nonresiden- 
tial buildings advanced 53 per cent, 
and the value of additions, altera- 
tions and repairs to existing struc- 
tures, 33 per cent.”

Real Estate Exchange Urges 
Officials to Acquaint Public 
With Laws. 


In a letter to City Counselor Ed- 
gar H. Wayman the Real Estate 
Exchange yesterday called attention 
to two acts of the 193% Legisla- 
ture providing for payment in in- 
stallments of general taxes for 
school and city purposes in St. 
Louis. 

The acts in question are Senate 
Bills 115 and 116, approved April 1, 
1933. The first provides that in 
cities of 700,000 inhabitants or 
mofe, delinquent general taxes for 
school and city purposes for the 
year 1932 and thereafter may be 
paid in whole or in installments of 
at least 25 per cent, with interest 
on the amount paid at the rate of 
2-3 of one per cent a month from 
the date of delinquency. 

The second act provides that 
when such taxes for the year 1933 
or thereafter are paid before the 
date of delinquency in whole or in 
installments of at least 25 per cent, 
a discount shall be allowed on the 
amount paid at the rate of % of 
one per cent for each month or 
part of month of prepayment. Both 


to be issued by the collector.

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TAXATION CONFERENCE 
AT REGIONAL MEETING 


Designed to Help New England 
Realtors in Campaigns for 
Equitable Tax Conditions.

A conference on real-estate taxa- 
tion aimed to help New England 
realtor groups in their campaigns 
for more equitable tax conditions 
for real estate will be one of the 
leading features of the New En- 
gland regional convention of the 
National Association of Real Dstate 
Boards, Springfield, Mass., Oct. 8 
and 9. The conference will be held 
under the auspices of the national 
association's Committee on Real Es- 
tate Taxation. Due to the recent 
death of the committee's chairman, 
John G. Williams, Philadedphia, 
Louis G. Palmer, Detroit, former 
vice-chairman, now heads the com- 
mittee. Lawrence G. Holmes, Chi- 
cago, is secretary. Forty-five 
states are represented in the com- 
mittee membership. 

At a special] tax dinner on the first 
evening of the convention, there will 
be reports on the action taken in 
four states to write over-all limits 
into the real estate tax rate by vote 
of the people at the November elec- 
tions. States which will vote on 
limitation measures in November 
are Georgia, Colorado, Washington 
and Oregon. 

A new inspection report form de- 
veloped by the Institute of Real Es- 
tate Management of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
is being mailed this week to every 
member of the institute. The form 
was developed this summer for use 
in the case-study of properties car- 
ried on in connection with the 
course in real estate management 
given by the institute at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. The report is being 
sent out as a service to members. 

A convention within a convention 
has been planned by the Connecti- 
cut Association of Real - Estate 
Boards at Springfield, Mass., con- 
vention. The Connecticut conven- 
tion and a business meeting of the 
Massachusetts Association of Real 
Estate Boards are .two of the out- 
standing meetings listed on the pro- 
gram of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards for its regional 
conference in New England.

You can have an electric light 
installed here. A two-way switch 
will enable you to control the light 
from either end of the staircase. 
Second, paint the walls white. This 
will give you the greatest light- 
reflecting value from the wall sur- 
faces. A third safeguard is to 
paint a white line along the edge 
of each step. A still further pre- 
caution is the installation of a 
handrail, if there isn’t one there 
already. 

While you're on your tour of 
safety inspection, check up care- 
fully on outside steps that have to 
stand the wear and tear of weather. 
If they’re badly in need of paint, 
the wood in them will rot and 
split and, when it’s least expected, 
they’re likely to crash to the ground 
with disastrous results to a mem- 
bers of your family. On the other 
hand, if they’re kept -well painted, 
moisture will have no chance to 
cause their disintegration. 

Safeguards against disease can 
also be effected with paint. Kitchen 
and pantry—all household equip- 
ment that has to do with food— 
need frequent recoating. Smoothly 
painted surfaces offer no lodgment 
to germs and can be kept .clean 
and sanitary.

A new paint brush is usually 
full of dirt and short hairs and 
you must be sure that these par- 
ticles are removed before you 
start to paint. .Whip the bris- 
tles across your fingers, twirl 
them between your palms, and 
then tap the bristles vertically 
upon a flat surface.

This will 
remove any remaining loose bris- 
tles. Even the best brush may 
shed a hair during a painting 
job.

In this connec- 
tion, you'll be interested to know 
that wood surfaces treated with 
paint are less likely to catch fire 
than dry, unpainted wood. This 
brings up the subject of your roof, 
for a dried-out, improperly pro- 
tected roof covering invites stray 
sparks to do damage.

Q. A lot of black soot has col- 
lected on the bricks of our fireplace.

Q. How often should a chimney 
be cleaned? We have had many 
different opinions. Some say every 
two or three years, some say every 
year. V. S., Belleville. 

A. Cleaning the chimney depends 
on the kind of fuel used and also 
whether the chimney is straight or 
has a bend in it. Dust is apt to 
collect in the bends of a chimney 
and make frequent cleaning neces- 
sary. Where smoky fuel is used it 
stands to reason that a chimney 


‘must be cléaned more frequently. 


The storage of blankets, furs and 
woolen garments therein tends to 
discourage moths and banish worry 
in the housewife’s mind regarding 
the protection of clothing against 
these pests. 

While summer is the danger sea- 
son for moths and makes watchful 
care of winter clothing necessary 
during this time, a cedar closet for 
all-year-round use is advisable. The 
odor is pleasant and the space wel- 
come for ordinary use in the win- 
ter. 

Strips of aromatic cedar can be 
nailed to the wall of a closet, but 
must be done carefully if it is to 
be effective. A reliable carpenter 
can do this type of work inexpen- 
sively. a

Plumbing soil lines that are car- 
ried in walls adjacent to any main 
living room should be deadened. 
Many materials can be used for 
this purpose; loose insulation of 
many kinds, felt, sawdust, tan bark 
and a number of others.

Laundry Chutes. 


Laundry chutes from upper floors 
to the laundry below are a great 
convenience. They should be lined 
with a nonabsorbent material, such 
as enameled metal or giass; other- 
wige they may become uppieasant. 


much more accurately balanced 
than heretofore, and the radiator 
in each, room may be adjusted so 
that it receives its proper propor- 
tion of steam, preventing overhe 
ing in rooms nearest the boiler, 
and assuring adequate heat in 
rooms farthest from the boiler.

‘The committee said many com- 
plaints against Bezdek “could not 
be justified by the exhaustive evi- 
dence accumulated during six spe- 
cial meetings.” 
| The chief complaints against 
Bezdek, sounded by student pa- 
pers and various alumni factions, 
were that his non-subsidization pdl- 
icies were harmful to the school's 
athletic reputation. 

Bezde., coach frozi 1918 to 1929 
when he became physical director, 
was a leader in the move to abol- 
ish athletic scholarships. His critics 
said this policy was too,rigid and 
accounted for a décline football, 
especially.

The fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of the Ethical Society of 
St. Louis will be observed todey 
with a meeting at 11 a. m. at Shel- 
don Memorial, 3648 Washington 


boulevard, at which J. Hutton 
Hynd, leader of the society, will 
speak on the topic, “During Fifty 
Years—An Awakening of the 5So- 
cial Conscience.” 

Other meetings in observance of 
the event will be held and next 
Sunday there will be a dinner at 
the memorial at 6:30 p. m. Some 
of the guest speakers who will ad- 
dress the society during the winter 
include Harry Elmer Barnes and 
David 8S. Muzzey, historians; Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist candidate 
for president; Percival Chubb, for- 
mer leader of the group; and Paul 
Engle, poet. 

Society Started in 1886. 

The St. Louis Ethical Society was 
started in 1886, 10 years after Dr. 
Felix Adler founded the movement 
in New York. The start here was 
made by a group of men who me* 
in the law office of Charles Nagel 
and who soon decided to call Pr. 
Walter L. Sheldon of New York 
here as leader. 

Dr. Sheldon remained here as 
leader of the society until his death 
in 1907. For four years visiting 
speakers filled the platform of the 
society and in 1911 Percival Chubb, 
an associate leader of the New 
York society, came here as leader. 
The following year the group’s 
present building was erected and 
dedicated as a memorial to Dr. 
Sheldon. 

The St. Louis society was the 
fourth to be founded in the coun- 
try, preceding groups which were 
organized in Chicago and Philadel- 
phia. Among its early members, be- 
sides Nagel, were Manning Tread- 
way, Thomas M. Knapp, James 
Taussig, Joseph Taussig, Dr. 
Charles W. Stephens, Albert Arn- 
stein and Leo Lavis. 

Purpose of Group. 

The purpose for which the so- 
ciety was founded, as set out in its 
anniversary announcement, was “to 
preserve the claims of the high- 
est moral and spiritual evaluations 
in spite of the dissolution of a dis- 
credited theological dogma with 
which morality had been too close- 
ly associated.” 

Chubb, who later married Dr. 
Sheldon’s widow, remained as lead- 
er until 1933, when he retired and 
J. Hutton Hynd of London, En- 
gland, came here to replace him. 
The society has interested itself in 
many civic affairs, and its hall has 
been used for public meetings, lec- 
tures and concerts. It has 395 
members. 


“CROWN OF THE ANDES”

Barbers Lose Trade at 50 Cents: 
a Head; Arrested If They 
Cut Prices.

MADISON, Wis., Oct. 3. — The 
Wisconsin Recovery Act, a counter- 
part of the invalidated NRA, lives 
on, but not without its troubles. 
Among difficulties facing the 
State Fair Trade Practice Commis- 
sion, which enforces the act, is the 
price to be charged for a haircut 
—where it should be 50 cents or 35 
cents.

“While I was 
living up to the code schedule my 
competitors were cutting prices, 
and, though I informed both 
Judge A. C. Hoppman and. the 
Code Authority, nothing was done 
to protect me. | 

“I am forced to,reduce my prices 
as a matter of self-protection. I 
lost nearly all my customers to the 
competitors while I was charging 
code prices, so now I am taking it 
into my own hands to protect the 
continuation of my business.” 

Seibel said that other Madison 
barbers were giving service secret- 
ly at less than code prices and 
were not living up to the code 
wages for employes.

The Su- 
preme Court said that the new 
act, in principle, was constitutional, 
but it did not rule on the legality 
of individual codes. 

Opponents now are seeking to 
overturn the act by challenging the 
validity of specific codes, of which 
11 have been written into State 
law.

Woolen Material 


E RECENTLY saw a most in- 
W teresting demonstration and 

movie film that told the story 
of wool from the time it left the 
back of a nice, woolly lamb until it 
went into the wash tub as a 
sweater that had already been 
worn. ° : 


Such dramatizations of indus- 
try are exceedingly valuable and 
enlightening. This one was partic- 
ularly so, for it demonstrated bril- 
liantly how intricate is the process 


then a garment, and it showed, too, 
how vital’a part soap plays in the 
manufacture of wool. 


A film showed how the fibers 
grow in sections and overlap each 
other, The fiber appears as though 
it. were crinkled and could be 
pulled out to a much greater 
length than it seems. These facts 
explain why wool has. such a 
sponge-like feeling, why it must be 
ever so carefully washed and rinsed 
in soapy water, and squeezed oa 


‘ing and hanging the garment out | 
in the open, if possible, is the best 
method. | 


If this is done, there should be 
no fear of shrinkage, because the 
soapy rinsing and shaking keep the 
overlapping fibers separate and the 


fibers. So, if the woolens are not 
properly washed the fibers become 
matted and air cannot penetrate. 


One of the best methods of wash- 
ing woolens is to prepare two 
basins of quite warm water, adding 
enough pure soap flakes or pure 
soap jelly to make a good lather, 
and enough to the other basin to 
make the water soft. After the 
garment has been washed and well

to start the fall season? Or has 
your husband answered “no” in 
that resigned tone that means “but 
you'll probably do it anyway” when 
you asked him if he didn’t think 
that old mahogany rocker would 
look darling. painted a lovely poi- 
son-green tone. 

Well, if you've met with discour- 
agement on all sides, why don't you 
go ahead and paint it yourself? 
What, a frail little thing like you” 
Yes, you. A woman I know was 
erdered to Florida to stave off a 
nervous breakdown but. she de- 
cided to work it off by painting her 
bedroom herself. She got so ab- 
sorbed in keeping the paint from 
splashing on the windows and 
floors that she completely forgot 
she was on the verge of a collapse. 
I don't know if doctors would 
recommend this treatment for 
nerves but it would certainly im- 
prove the appearance of a house. 

For those who are going to try 
this treatment and for those whose 
only chance to get any painting 
done is to do it themselves; here 
are a few suggestions, time worn; 
but apt to be overlooked in the 
first fine frenzy of enthusiasm. 

—-0-Oo-— 

First of all, read the directions 
on the paint can even if you're 
the type that never believes what 

‘you read. Unquestionably, the 
manufacturer knows his own 
product best, just as you know 
your own child better than any 
one else does, so you might as 
well make use of his experience. 

These directions undoubtedly 
include such unpleasant details as 
sand-papering, varnish removing, 
and washing or dusting. And the 
goblinsTl get you if you don’t 
take heed. Annoying as these 
preliminary steps are, they un- 
questionably make the difference 
hetween a first class job and a 
slip-shod effect. 

—-0-0-— ¢ 
@ BE CAREFUL, not only about 
the quality of paint you buy but 
also the kind. Paints are “special- 
ists” just like everybody else in this 
day and age. There are individual 
paints for exterior and interior 
work, for floors, for screens and for 
furniture and the difference in cost 
is so slight between the best and 
cheapest qualities that it is folly 
to use any but the finest. This is 
especially true for woodwork, fur- 
niture or other surfaces that must 
be washed frequently. 

—-0-0O--— 

What is true of paints is also 
true of brushes. There are dif- 
ferent sizes for different types 
of work, so don’t get a brush in- 
tended for whitewashing the out- 
side of a house to paint the wood 
framings of a window. Here, too, 
quality counts. A cheap brush 
will lose its bristles and as a re- 
sult the paint job is apt to look 
as if your pet Maltese shed all 
over it. A little care of your 
brushes will make them do ser- 
vice for a long time to come. Al- 
ways clean them with turpentine 
or benzine when you have fin- 
ished the day’s work. 

—-0-O0-— 

@ Don't decide to paint your whole 
house in one day—if you do, it will 
show in the result. Almost invari- 
ably you will need at least two 
coats for any but touching-up jobs. 
A priming coat is necessary on sur- 
faces never before painted. If paint- 
ing over an already painted surface, 
the ground coat should be either a 
flat paint or an enamel undercoat- 
-er as a base for the finished coat. 
If you are putting a light paint 
finish over a dark wood it is wise 
to prime with a coat of shellac or 
aluminum paint to prevent the stain 
from “bleeding” through. 

And don’t rush the second coat, 
Be absolutely sure the ground coat 
is thoroughly dry before applying 
the finishing coat. Even if the 
surface feels completely dry, if you 
have any doubts about it, let it 
stand a day longer. 

—-0-0-— 

PAINT WITH a plan or you may 
find yourself in the position of the 
man who built a beautiful boat in 
his work-shed only to discover he 
couldn't get it out of the door. 
Don’t paint yourself into a room 
only to discover that you will have 
to curl up into a little woolly ball 
and spend the night on the floor 
until] your pathway to the door has 
dried. Also, don’t start at the top 
of a piece of furniture and paint 
down-—you'll feel that you’ve devel- 


Hew your landlord or your pock- 


oped rheumatism before the job is 


half over. Turn the piece upside 
down, if possible, and when that 
part has dried, turn it up and fin- 
ish the job.

AND A FEW final helpful hints: 


If you're trying to match paint to 
paper, put a dab of the paint di- 
rectly on the paper rather than on 
the woodwork. It will dry much 
more quickly so that you can tell 
just what -color it is going to be. 
For paints usually dry a little 
lighter than they appear in the 
can. But also remember that a 
bright color increases in intensity 


the larger the surface on which it 
is used, 

Dull, flat finishes are the fashion 
at the moment and, although a little 
harder to keep clean, they give a 
soft, satin-like finish to the wood- 
work that is most attractive.

I have a friend 
named Langley who gives dinner parties 
for his masculine intimates on the slight- 
est pretext.

Langley has bangéd around the odd cor- 
ners of the world more than a little, and 
to attend one of his famous evenings-at- 
home is a liberal education. 


He has eaten “muflligans” of chicken or 
beef, and burgoo with “dingbats” and 
“whangs” at tramp “corventions.”

test” in field trials. These 
tests are proving very popular, with 
more people entering their dogs 
each year. All exercises required in 
these tests have been taught in the 
training lessons given in this col- 
umn. 


ing in Obedience Tests, are copied 
from the Shepherd Dog Review of 
June, 1936, and are given below for 
the benefit of those who have 
trained their dogs and may wish 
to enter them in future competi- 
tion. 

Section 1—A club or association 
which has been granted permis- 
sion to hold a dog show may give 
any or all of the classes defined in 
this chapter as part of and in con- 
nection with its show. A club or as- 
sociation with the permission of the 
American Kennel Club may hold 
obedience test field trials apart 
from and not in connection with 
any show. 

Section 2—The obedience novice 
class shall be for all dogs of any 
breed and of either sex which have 
not won more than one first prize 
in an obedience test class. One dog 
only can be shown in this class by 
any one exhibitor and no profes- 
sional handler or trainer shall be 
allowed to compete as exhibitor or 
otherwise.

Collectors of 
Stamps Seek 
Crash Covers 


Some of Them Gather Letters 
That Figured in Airplane 
Accidents. 


By John Chamberlin 


HERE are all sorts of stamp 
T coucctors, but there is one 

branch of collecting that has 
grown up with the airplane and the 
air mail—the collecting of crash 
covers. 

When a mail plane crashes and 
some of the mail is salvaged, the 
recovered letters are sent to the 
addressee, usually with a note on 
official] stationery to the _ effect 
“This letter inclosed was recovered 
from mail plane which was de- 
stroyed near Town, State, evening 
of date.” 

The Mount Vernon (Ill.) crash 
of Oct. 29, 1929, on C.A.M. 16, the 
regular Cleveland-to-Louisville air- 
mail route, holds considerable in- 
terest for the collector of these cov- 
ers. 

Pilot E. M. Kane, southbound to 
Louisville, crashed in a dense fog 
near Mount Vernon. He. was in- 
stantly killed. A fire immediately 
followed and most of the mail was 
burned. Ten of the 99 pounds 
carried was salvaged in a badly 
charred condition. The salvaged 
pieces of mail were forwarded to 
Columbus and Cincinnati postoffices 
where they were forwarded in Gov- 
ernment penalty envelopes to their 
destination.

PATENT PAPERS were devised 
in order that United States stamps 
could not be counterfeited, at least 
that was their hope. During the 
80s all sorts of devices wefe of- 
fered to the Government, for a 
royalty, to prevent the counterfeit- 
ing of stamps. Many of these took 
the form of double paper, the up- 
per layer having holes punched in 
it and the lower layer having none..

Karelia was made into an auton- 
omous Soviet Socialist Republic fol- 
lowing the peace treaty of Dorpat, 
but the nation has fared rather 
badly, for to her lot fell many of 
the persecutions which had been 
bestowed upon the Finns by the 
Russians. 

Karelia no longer exists, but is 
a part of Russia, and there is no 
danger of a revolution, for the en- 
tire population of Karelia has been 
deported to Siberia and other outly- 
ing portions of Russia, the Govern- 
ment replacing them with loyal sub- 
jects of the Soviet.

“We Cannot Be Conquered 
| Tf “We Refuse to Be,” 
Writer Asserts.

éé HEN you wrote a recent 
Wriece captioned ‘Beyond 
Control,’-and added an in- 
terrogation point,” writes a read- 
er, “it set me thinking. When one 
realizes how great a part of life 
and the path it flows in is of our 
own choosing, our own making, it 
is little short of pathetic to ponder 
how little one does toward directing 
his ship of life in the desired chan- 
nels toward the desjred destination. 
“How prone we are to forget the 
gift of free will; to sit smugly by, 
lapse into inactivity, too often bagk- 
ing in the inglorious light of self- 


-|pity, drifting and dréaming, never 


dreaming and doing. To dramatize 
and relieve the past is unintention- 
ally, but none the less actually, an 
admission, that the present is 
empty. This is a warning of ap- 
proaching stagnation, if we only 
knew it. 

“Or we may take it as a definite 
challenge to seek new interests in 
which to submerge lonely hours, 
rather than be submerged by hours 
gone by. There can be no ‘mark- 
ing .time’;.one must go forward to 
avoid slipping backward. If noth- 
ing succceeds like sucess, then 
nothing hastens failure so much as 
to fear it. To think negatively is 
both to invite and. to expect defeat, 
and in the end to accépt it. 
““As a man thinketh, so is he,’

It is virtually the key 
the door 
upon past failures and opens a new 
door to future triumphs. Each day 
can be a new beginning, and today 
is the tomorrow of -which we 
dreamed yesterday—if.we are wise 
enough to see it and put ourselves 
into it. To regard past disappoint- 
ments as unconditional defeats is 
both to question and. belittle the 
Divine plan and wisdom for our hu- 
man adventure. 

“My point is that there is a power 
not ourselves near us and within 
us. Once we are wise enough and 
humble enough to use it, it will 
change negatives into positives and 
make us masters of the _ things 
which have made us slaves. The 
secret of life, it seems to me, lies 
just here, and because it is so near 
we overlook it—seeking too high for 
what is close to us.”

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“Father Pays 
When Children 
Waste Money 


His Responsibilities Should 
Be Clearly Understood by 
the Youngsters.

ATHER and his responsibilities 
should be brought more promi- 
nently before the children. Be- 
cause he is away all day and their 
contacts with him are limited ac- 
cordingly, the children do not see 
him as clearly as they need in order 
to understand and help him as they 
more often understand and help 
their mother. 

They ought to be taught that 
father pays whenever they waste 
money, do poor work, spoil mate- 
rial or bits of equipment, get into 
trouble or catch some iliness 
through their carelessness, or 
otherwise. Whatever goes wrong in 
the family ultimately touches Yar 
ther, and he has tu pay the bill in 
money, worry, health and happiness. 
It is to him that mother must tell 
the story of the children’s misfor- 
tunes and misbehavior. 

Father himself should try to 
make himself better known to the 
family by cultivating a closer ac- 
quaintance with them. He could, 
if he would, take a little time of 
an evening to listen to what the 
children would like to tell him. 
By being a good listener, dropping 
a word of advice now and then, he 
would get a little closer to them 
and they to him. 


CHILDREN MAKE mistakes be- 
cause they do not know the 
truth about conditions. Nobody 
ever told them. Father believed in 
keeping his business to himself. He 
would never consent to tell the chil- 
dren how much money there was 
to spend, nor how it was spent, but 
gave them a little now and then 
as his spirit moved. This attitude 
alone accounts for plenty of chil- 
dren's mistakes. If they knew there 
was no money they would not spend 
recklessly and leave the bills for 
father. They do wrong because they 
do not understand the conditions. 
Father should have been close 
enough to them to be able to keep 
them informed and sympathetic. 

“How will your father feel if 
he hears that you are failing in 
school? Surely for his sake you 
want to succeed. Think how bad 
he will feel. He wants to be 
proud of you, and he can’t be proud 
of a boy who does not do his best. 
You could get passing marks if 
you wanted to.” 

“My father doesn't know [I g0 
to school, even. He never saw & 
report from school in all hig life. 
I could leave him tomorrow and 
the only one who would know it 
would be mother. My father 
doesn't care.”

FATHER DID care, but he had 
left the boy to mother, and mother, 
although she is almost omniscient, 
cannot be father to a growing boy. . 
That is father’s peculiar duty and 
privilege. Unless, however, he lets 
the boy know that he is interested 
in him, unless he shares something .

responsibilities with his boy, he 
remains a stranger, a resented pres- 
ence in the house. 


It might be well for father to 
speak for himself in the family. 
Growing along with the children 
insures a close relationship. Father 
won't have to pay for childish 
mistakes, extravagances, thought- 
less behavior if he allows his chil- 
dren to know how he carries such 
responsibilities for them, how they 
help him when they prove them- 
selves thoughtful and responsible 
children in home and in school. 

Father pays, but the kind of 
paying and its effect on father and 
the family are largely in his own 
keeping.

Barracks Under Construction. 

Only on the other side, at Che- 
lia Bay, in Maidos, one can notice 
some activity. Here apparently 
barracks are being built for the 
soldiers. But this is all. And as 
we pass along, leaving behind Ge- 
libolu (Gallipoli) and Lapseki 
(the Narrows between these two 
towns are the passage from the 
straits into the Marmora Sea), the 
shores appear to be deserted, with 
their brown cliffs and sparse veg- 
etation. 

The evidence which I could 
gather after careful investigations 
showed that when Turkey applied 
to the signatories of the Lausanne 
Treaty for the revision of the 
“Convention Relating to the 
Regime of the Straits” (included 
in the Lausanne Treaty) she was 
doing so more as a gesture than 
from any immediate wish to re- 
fortify the Dardanelles. Turkey is 
jealous of her independence and 
of her new-won liberty, and when 
the Germans denounced the mili- 
tary clauses of the Versailles 
Treaty it was evident that the 
prohibition of the fortification of 
the Dardanelles and of the Bos- 
porus could not stand much 
But the President of the 
Turkish Republic did not follow 
the German example of one-sided 
repudiation, preferring to settle 
the question by an agreement ef- 
fected with the interested coun- 
tries. It seems that this move of 
Turkey was prompted not by any 
fear of an immediate danger to 
her territories but because prin- 
ciple was at stake. 


Few Soldiers Sent In. 


At the end of August the total 
number of Turkish soldiers who 
had re-entered the former demili- 
tarized zones in the Dardanelles 
hardly exceeded 1000, though the 
move must have been contemplat- 
ed for some time (Germany made 
her move for the repudiation of 
the military clauses a year and a 
half ago), and though there was 
ample time to discuss and decide 
the kind of fortifications which 
the Turks wanted to _ install.

The pres- 
ent President of the Turkish Re- 
public led the defense of one of 
the most important sectors in the 
Dardanelles 21 years ago and is 
well acquainted with the question 
of defense there. But it will be re- 
membered that the permanent 
fortifications in the Dardanelles 
were no match for the British na- 
val guns and that the real 
strength of the defenge lay in the 
movable heavy guns which could 
change their position almost 
daily.

, It seems that such movable 


been shipped to the Dardanelles 
with their crews, At the Istanbul 
station one can see almost daily 
the transport of material which 
is presumably going to the Dar- 
danelles; but the building of for- 
tification works has not yet start- 
ed, nor even the construction of 
concrete foundations, Before 
larger troop contingents can be 
moved to the Dardanelles, it will 
be necessary to. build more bar- 
racks, the present ones being suf- 
ficient only for very small con- 
tingents of troops.

legalize the New Deal program which 

Congress passed and the Supreme Court 
killed? The thought of the country was first 
turned toward amendment by President 
Roosevelt at his now famous press conference, 
in May of last year, in which he implied that 
the court by its decision holding the NRA 
unconstitutional (which decision was unani- 
mous) was setting the country back to the 
“days of the horse and buggy.” 

Talk about amendment has been greatly 
increased by subsequent decisions invalidat- 
ing the Agricultural Adjustment Act and oth- 
er measures which in their collective effect 
have completely upset the President’s concep- 
tion of the fundamental law of the country 
whose chief magistrate he is. , 

At the press conference referred to, when 
speaking only of the adverse NRA decision, 
the President said its Implications were more 
far reaching than any decision since the his- 
toric Dred Scott case, and that it presented 
the most important issue the country had 
ever faced outside of war times—the issue 
being whether the Federal Government was 
to have any authority to deal with economic 
and social problems for the country at large, 
and that this issue had to be decided. 

The Democratic convention at Philadelphia 
in June touched “the issue” in a guarded 
way with one vague and involved but non- 
committal sentence to the effect that “‘if’’ the 
country’s problems cannot be solved by con- 
stitutional legislation the party “shall seek 
.«. Clarifying amendment” of the Consti- 
tution, 

The discussion of amendment, as carried 


several special points of view, vague and con- 
troversial as it is, must increase rather than 
diminish the usual confusion in the public 
mind: over the complexities of the Constitu- 


tion.

ROPONENTS of amendment leave the 
P impression that changing the Constitution 

to give the Federal Government the pow- 
ers which President Roosevelt would like to 
exercise would be a simple matter. On the 
contrary, only radical revision of the funda- 
mentals of that revered document would serve 
the purpose—which is nothing short of Fed- 
eral control of industry and agriculture and 
regulation of the relations of labor and capi- 
tal to effect social reforms. 

To bring this about a new grant of sub- 
stantive power to Congress would be required. 
And even this would not be sufficient, for be- 
fore the new authority could be exercised bar- 
riérs now standing in its way would have 
to be removed from the Constitution. 

First, then, since the Federal Government 
has only such powers as are expressly grant- 
ed or reasonably implied, as pointed out by 
Justice Roberts in the accompanying quota- 
tion, and since the decision knocking out the 
AAA held ‘that the Federal Government lacked 
power to regulate agriculture—as it was held 
in the NRA decision that the Government was 
powerless to regulate industry—the great new 
central power, if it is to be legally exercised, 
must be expressly granted to Congress by the 
States through the addition of an entirely 
new article to the Constitution. 

And if it be further desired that the Gov- 
ernment be enabled to go into business with- 
out danger of being challenged on the ground 
of lack of constitutional authority, that pow- 
er, too, would have to i eupressly included 
in the new grant. 

Second, citizens would, ‘ practice, have to 
give up the guarantees of property rights, the 
barriers referred to, which are. part of the 
Constitution. This would be ‘mecessary be- 
cause the powers of the Government are sub- 
ject to and restricted by the rights guaran- 
teed to citizens. To sell one’s labor is part of 
the right to contract, which is a property 
right. To earn profits on capital without re- 
striction ajso is a property right. To fix the

Legalizing “New Deal” Pro- 
gram Which Supreme Court 
Held to Be Unconstitutional 
Not as Simple as It May 
Appear. 


These contemplated changes would, in their 
far-reaching effects, deprive the Supreme 
Court of power to invalidate laws passed by 
Congress or State Legislatures dealing with 
property rights, and confine the court’s func- 


j} tion of review to statutes concerning civil 


rights, except in rare cases of States inadver- 
tently trespassing in the field of Federal gov- 
ernment, 

The civil rights, sometimes referred to as 
“human” rights in contradistinction to prop- 
erty rights, which are enumerated in the “‘Bill 
of Rights’—the first ten amendments to the 
Constitution—are repeated almost verbatim 
in the several Constitutions of the 48 States. 
These are well known and include free speech, 
religious freedom,*free press, freedem of as- 
sembly, security from unreasonable search 
and seizure, right to trial by jury and so on. 

But in the broad .domain of economics, 
where only property is directly concerned, and 
not persons, any act of the national Congress 
(unless vetoed by the President) would be- 
come the “law of the land,” as is the case 
with acts of Parliament in Great Britain. 
Here comparison with the British system must 
stop, for many points of difference would 
remain. 

Guarantees of rights are in essence a check 
on the Government and a protection to the 
citizen. Under the new order thé citizen's 
check on unwise or unpopular use of this vast 
power by Congress would be the ballot; an 
act of Congress could be effectively repudiated 
by the people at the following election and 
repealed at the next succeeding legislative ses- 
sion, 

Upon first consideration, one view might 
be that the citizen would be making a great 
sacrifice, with no compensation, in surrender- 
ing the constitutional guarantees of property 
rights. In another view of the matter it 
might appear that he would be transferring 
his present reliance upon the Supreme Court 
as his shield, to the common sense of his 
elected representatives and the peculiar per- 
sonal obligation of the President to act for 
the best interests of the country as a whole, 
regardless of party or politics. Under the new 
order the only restraint on Congress and the 
President would be their self-restraint. Also, 
with the great enlargement of their powers 
would go corresponding increase in their re- 
sponsibilities to the people.

Power of States Involved. 


Just as the decisions of the 
Court in these cases more clearly 
defined the limits of Federal 
Power under the Constitution, the 
Court’s actions during the next 
eight months will give further 
and more detailed indications as 
to how far the Federal Govern- 
ment can determine the economic 
and social life of the nation. 

In addition, the court will also 
have the opportunity to declare 
what powers the state govern- 
ments have over commerce and in- 
dustries within their own borders, 
and its decisions in these cases 
will have a direct bearing on 
whether one or both major politi- 
cal parties, after the election, of 
course, come out forthrightly for 
constitutional amendment. 

There is little likelihood that 
any of the cases will be decided 
before the presidential election 
and have bearing on the present 
campaign. In fact, the schedule 
of the court as it now shapes up, 
makes it highly improbable that 
oral arguments on important cases 
will be heard before Nov. 3. If 
the court adheres to its usual rou- 
tine, which is disregarded only in 
the most exceptional circum- 
stances, the first opinions will not 
be given until Nov. 9, 


Labor Disputes Act. 


The most important Federal 
legislation so far docketed for Su- 
preme Court action is the Nation- 
al Labor Disputes Act, an  out- 
growth of the Court’s unanimous 
invalidation of the code and labor 
provisions of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act last May, 
which the President said relegat- 
ed the country back to the “horse 
and buggy days” of the framers o 
the Constitution. 

This law which has been upheld 
by the lower courts, has been 
challenged by five employers: The 
Associated Press, the Bradley 
Lumber Co. of Arkansas, the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corpora- 
tion, the Freuhauf Trailer Co., 
and the Friedman-Harry Marks 
Clothing Co. 

‘The Labor Disputes Act, some- 
times known as the Wagner bill, 
created the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board as an agent of the 
Federal Government to determine 
whether employes had been per- 
mitted to organize themselves and 
to bargain collectively with their 
employers. The briefs asking for 
a review by the Supreme Court of 
the actions of the Labor Board al- 
lege that the act is unconstitu- 
tional and void because it deprives 
employers of property rights with- 
out due process of law and that 
it is substantially a re-enactment 
of Section 7A of the NIRA which 
the court condemned in the 
Schechter Poultry Corporation 
case.

Another case, almost as importe 
ant as the National Labor Dis- 
putes litigation, is that of the 
Duke Power Co. vs. Greenwood — 
County, South Carolina, ‘which 
has been set for hearing some 
time in November. This case in- 
volves the right of the Federal 
Government to make loans and 
grants to a local Governmental 
agency for the construction of an 
electric plant to compete with an 
existing privately owned power 
plant. 

The court’s decision in this case 
will determine how far the Fed- 
eral Government can go in dis- 
pensing money for relief; to con- 
trol intrastate electric rates, and 
to establish a “yardstick” for 
comparison of rates charged by 
privately owned and Government- 
owned utilities. The funds given 
and lent to Greenwood County 
were provided in the Public 
Works section, or title II, of the 
NIRA. The funds are handled by 
Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes as Public Works Admini- 
strator. 


Errors Alleged in Appeal. 

The Federal District Court held 
the PWA loan and grant to the 
South Carolina County unconsti- 
tutional but was reversed by the 
Fourth Circuit Court of Appeals, 
The Duke Power Co., in its brief 
to the Supreme Court argues that 
the Circuit Court erred on the fol- 
lowing points in its decisions: 

1. In holding that the general 
welfare clause of the Consitution 
authorized Congress to appropri- 
ate public monies of the United 
States by way of gift and s0- 
ealled loan, for the construction, 
at the sole risk and expense and 
obligation of the United States of 
a purely local electric power plant 
which would serve no national 
public purpose, but at most only a 
local or state public purpose.

It seemed as if the whole State 
of New Jersey had turned out to 
wave flags, cheer for Roosevelt, 
scream, applaud and in every con- 
ceivable way demonstrate that it 
was the happiest moment in Jer- 
sey’s history. And a good part of 
Jersey had turned out—some put 
the number who saw the President 
at half a million. Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City, boss of the 
State, saw to it that the turnout 
was impressive. He wanted to 
make it as good as possible if only 
because a large demonstration 
would show his complete loyalty 
and at the same time be an indirect 
slap at Al Smith, whom Hague sup- 
ported at the 1932 Democratic con- 
vention in Chicago, 

On orders from Hague, school 
children were dismissed by their 
teachers, each child receiving a red, 
white and blue cap, sash and a 
flag to wave. Each room ‘was as- 
signed to a place along the line of 
march. The Chamber of Commerce 
asked all business houses to dismiss 
their employes for the morning. 
Railroads stationed engines at 
crossings near the route to be fol- 
lowed by the parade and engine 
whistles were held wide open. 

Mayor Hague is a powerful boss— 
there are said to be more police 
per capita in Jersey City than in 
any other city in the world. Almost 
every tenement window had a 
Roosevelt poster. For nearly five 
miles the streets were filled, four 
and five.deep, with the crowd, and 
rooftops and open windows showed 
other thousands. As the parade 
passed on to the Jersey Medical 
Center, which the Presirent was to 
dedicate, police radio cars drove 
slowly along, broadcasting the an- 
nouncement: “The President will 
return in 20 minutes and you are 
requested to keep the places as- 
signed to you until his return.” Such 
was the care taken to make the Jer- 
sey demonstration impressive. 


Crowds Too in New York. 

_ More significant perhaps were the 
considerable luncheon-hour crowds 
which thronged the streets in New 
York to See and applaud the Pres!- 
dent. No organization work had 
been necessary to bring these peo- 
ple out. 

One obvious advantage that the 
President has over Landon is the 
fact that he appears, even though 
he is a political candidate, as the 
ruling head of the nation. Curiosity 
will bring people out *to see the 
President who would not bother to 
stand on the curb for a mere can- 
didate. In this respect the British 
parliamentary system is different. 
When a Government dissolved 
through a vote of lack of confidence 
the Premier must go to the country 
on the same terms, officially at 
least, as other candidates for parlia- 
mentary seats. 

Although plans are not definitely 
fixed, the President’s next tour is 
expected to take him into the Mid- 
die West, crucial territory in the 
coming political fight, for at least 
one major address and several ap- 
pearances. 

While he is skillful with urban 


crowds, the President, maybe be- 
Cause he regards himself as a 
‘farmer, is happier with rural 
crowds, But whether it’s in Jer- 
'gey City or the heart of Nebrasks, 
the President has a campaign tech- 
nique, incorporating all the pub- 
licity devices, which he has 
brought close to perfection. 


In the Other Camps. 

As the major candidates begin to 
intensify their appeals, so, too, do 
the minor candidates. Earl Brow- 
der, candidate of the Communist 
Party, returned to New York from 
Terre Haute, Ind., advising all con- 
testants for the presidency to get 
themselves put in jail as a way of 
broadening their outlook. At 
Terre Haute to address a campaign 
rally, Browder was arrested on a 
charge of vagrancy. 

Norman Thomas, the Socialist 
Candidate is barnstorming in. the 
West, continuing his strenuous 
campaign. He is not only the most 
active candidate, but he is in a 
position to speak his mind more 
freely than any of the others, quite 
a part from political expediency. 

Even Browder is somewhat in- 
hibited by the fact that the Com- 
munist Party is committed to try- 
ing to defeat Landon, who is sus- 
pected of Fascist tendencies.

CARLY WASHINGTON U. 
ENROLLMENT FIGURES 


Increases in 7: of 10 Major 
Units—Total Slightly Un- 
der Last Year's. 


With an increase of about 18 per 
cent noted last week in the evening 
class registration of University Col- 
lege, Washington University has re- 


ported an increase in registration 
in seven out of 10 major divisions. 
Total registration is slightly below 
that of last year, but late enroll- 
ments are expected to send the to- 
tal over last year’s mark of 3171. 

Largest individual increase has 
been in University College, where 
on the opening night of classes, 
there were 2047 students enrolled, 
compared with 1724 for the cor- 
responding time a year ago. Bas- 
ing a prediction on past figures, 
Dean Frank M. Debatin estimated 
yesterday that almost an additional 
1000 students would enroll in this 
division before the end of the se- 
mester. 

Fewer Liberal Art Students. 

Largest drop in enrollment was 
in the College of Liberal Arts, 
where a first decrease of 62 stu- 
dents was recorded, but where late 
registrations have reduced the num- 
ber to about 45. Other slight de- 
creases were noted in medicine, 
dentistry, nursing .and fine arts. 

Although there was a decline in 
the number of nurses listed as can- 
didates for degree, the total num- 
ber of nurses enrolled in this di- 
vision has increased from 129 to 
140. 

A comparison of figures last 
week with those of a year ago 
showed the following increases: 
Graduate studies, 162, as against 
159 of last year; engineering, 362, 
against 330; architecture, 38, against 
37; business and public administra- 
tion, 211, against 209; university col- 
lege candidates for degrees, 72, 
against 57. 

143 Law Students Enrolled. 

Enrollment in the school of law 
this week reached 143, the. equiv- 
alent of the number enrolled at the 
corresponding time a year ago. 
Mary Institute, preparatory school 
for women, and a division of the 
university, has announced an in- 
crease of 20, with 334 enrolled this 
year as against 314 last year. 

Including Mary Institute, the 
comparative figures of the _ cor- 
responding date last year and this 
year show 3485 students in 1935 and 
3445 in 1936. 

The number of freshmen in the 
College of Liberal Arts has de- 
creased, but there are increases in 
the number of freshmen in the 
schools of engineering and architec- 
ture,

CLAYTON TO VOTE OCT. 28 
ON HOSMER HALL PURCHASE 


School District Has Taken Option 
to Buy Building and Grounds 
for $117,000. 

The Clayton School District has 
obtained an option to purchase for 
$117,000 the building and grounds 
of Hosmer Hall, private school for 
girls, at Wydown boulevard and 
Dartford avenue, which closed last 
month after 52 years. 

Superintendent John A. Bracken 
of the Clayton School Board said 
that if the option is exercised the 
property would probably be con- 
verted into junior high school to 
relieve crowded conditions at Clay- 
ton High School. 

The option holds for 60 days with 
provisions for a 30-day extension. 
Meanwhile the proposition to pur- 
chase the building and grounds will 
be submitted to voters Oct. 28 at a 
bond election, Bracken said. He 
estimated that with the alterations 
the school would accommodate 
about 350 pupils. Clayton High 
School, with 400 capacity, has about 
575 registered. 

Hosmer Hall, founded in 1884, was 
built at a cost of about $140,000, 
including a $100,000 addition in 1929. 
The indebtedness resulting from 
construction of the new building 
led to financial difficulties which 
forced the school to close, accord- 
ing to William H. Moulton, acting 
president of the board.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 3. — Five 
factors are leading Europe into 
war, says the Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican publication, after a two- 
month survey of European politics. 

The factors, which are described 
as having a “dynamic power which 
often embraces the most primitive 
and brutal elements of human na- 
ture, foments the most powerful 
passions and pushes with a force 


>that seems irresistible toward the 


catastrophe,” are given as fbllows: 

(1) “Ideological war. Europe is 
dividing into dangerous groups of 
nations which add a common hos- 
tility among ideologies to the his- 
toric hostility among nations. The 
extremes of the ideological war are 
in the antitheses of autocracy 
and Communism. The oscillation 
of temperate democratic regimes 
toward one or the other extreme 
may be decisive. 


“A Stick of Dynamite.” 


(2) “Racial intolerance. To the 
idealistic disturbing elements must 
be added the disturbances produced 
by physico-anthropological differ- 
ences. The confines of states do 
not coincide with the confines of 
races. In fact, they have never 
coincided and will never coincide, 
However, this is today one of the 
principal pretexes for disorder. A 
stick of dynamite in the geography 
of Europe. 

(3) “Armaments race. All na- 
tions rearm. The autocratic policy 
of Hitler doubles the German 
army. The democratic policy of 
Blum replies with 14 billions in 
favor of armaments. It is pitiful, 
if not criminal, to hide the truth 
in this field. 

(4) “Sharpening of the economic 
war. Economic nationalism _ has 
reached extreme positions never be- 
fore arrived at. No medieval period 
divided Europe’s economy with 
such insuperable barriers. The re- 
sult is a difficult situation of in- 
ternal economies which languish in 
absurdity. And it is, in fact, this 
absurdity which creates a new dif- 
ficulty. This is the indistinct and 
unsatisfied need which sees in war, 
that is, in the overturning of 
European equilibrium, some _ sort 
of way out. The _ psychology of 
bankruptcy leads, in fact, to war.” 

(5) “Crisis of security. This is 
a crisis in the four sectors in 
which European equilibrium is in 
peril.” The Osservatore says these 
sectors are the Rhine, Eastern 
Europe, Danubian basin and Medit- 
erranean. Plans are not lacking, 
says the Osservatore, for solving 
the difficulties in each of these 
sectors, but “What is lacking is 
the psychology of peace. The 
ideological premises, and spiritual 
too, are lacking for ‘a peace with 
justice.” 


Constructive Factors Slow. 


To re-establish European equi- 
librium, the newspaper says, re- 
form of the League of Nations, re- 
vision of the Treaty of Versailles, 
and a new statute of colonies and 
mandates are being spoken of. 
“But these positive factors of 
equilibrium tend to develop with 
extreme slowness in an atmos- 
phere of almost universal skepti- 
cism.” 

The Osservatore concludes: “All 
nations are preparing for war. But 
do they really want the war for 
which they are preparing? No. 
Almost all do not want it, and 
many are preparing for it precisely 
because they do not want it but 
fear it. It is weakness, not force, 
which puts the arsenals to work. 

“It is necessary to increase the 
force and guarantee of treaties 
with moral garrisons if we do not 
want the armaments race to over- 
turn Europe.”

volved here is whether the railroad 
must recognize the federation as the 
exclusive bargaining agent of the 
workers, as ordered by the Na- 
tional Mediation Board and sus- 
tained by the two lower Federal 
courts, The court will have an op- 
portunity to say whether or not the 
labor relations between employer 
and employes on interstate carriers 
is a proper subject for Federal leg- 
islation when the employes are not 
directly engaged in the moving of 
goods in interstate commerce. 

Another case involving a defini- 
tion of interstate commerce is that 
of the Kentucky Whip and Collar 
Co. vs. the Illinois Central Railroad 
which seeks a determination of the 
1935 Ashurst-Sumners prison-made 
goods act forbidding, in violation of 
state laws, interstate shipments of 
goods made by convicts and the re- 
quiring that sauch goods be labeled 
as prison-made. Former Senator 
Harry B. Hawes of Missouri, co-au- 
thor of a previous law of the same 
type, has intervened as amicus 
curia in this case as counsel for 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the Cordage Institute. The con- 
stitutionality of the Ashurst-Sum- 
ners act has been upheld by two 
lower Federal courts. 

Arms Embatgo. 

A question of great international 
importance is involved in the Gov- 
ernment’s appeal of the decision of 
the New York Federal Court that 
the Congressional resolution of 
May 28, 1934, which authorized the 
President to prohibit the sale of 
arms and munitions of war to bel- 
ligerent nations, is unconstitutional 
as applied by the President’s proc- 
lamation to the Chaco war in South 
America. In this case the Govern- 
ment brought an indictment against 
the Curtiss-Wright Export Corpora- 
tion and others for having violated 
the President’s proclamation. The 
exporters demurred and their argu- 
ments were upheld by the lower 
Federal court, which declared that 
the resolution did not accomplish 
a valid delegation of legislative 
power to the Executive, and that 
the President’s proclamation did 
not meet the requirements of the 
resolution. 

Geld Clause Up Again. 

The Court will have an opportu- 
nity to clarify its involved and 
seemingly contradictory decision on 
the gold-claufe resolution of June 5, 
1933, in the case brought by the 
Holyoke Water Power Co. against 
the American Writing Paper Co., 
over contracts made in the last 
century for renting water-power 
sites. The rental provisions called 
for payment “in a quantity of gold 
which shall be equal in amount to 
$1500 of the gold coin of the United 
States of the standard of weight 
and fineness of the coinage of the 
year 1894 or the equivalent of this 
commodity in United States cur- 
rency.” 

The contract, according to the 
briefs now before the Court, defined 
the payment of gold as a “congmod- 
ity,” and in some respects the case 
ie similar to that in Kansas City, in 
which Federal District Judge Otis 
held that one of the contracting 
parties had to pay the present-day 
value of a specific amount of gold 
described in a contract. 

In the present case, the District 
Court held payment not within the 
gold-clause resolution, but ruled 
that since payment could not be 
made in gold, it could be met by 
paying in currency at $20.67 an 
ounce instead of the present price 
of $35 an ounce. This meant pay- 
ment of $1500 in the present deval- 
ued currency. The First Circuit 
Court of Appeals affirmed this re- 
sult and at the same time held the 
joint resolution applicable. 


Silver Tax Claim. 

Another of the Administration's 
monetary experiments comes under 
the Court’s review in the appeal of 
the Government from the decision 
by the Court of Claims that the 
Government could not impose a 50 
per cent tax on profits made on 
the sale of silver prior to the en- 
actment of the silver purchase act. 

Percy K. Hudson had bought and 

ld 500,000 ounces of silver a month 

fore the enactment of the law, 
which provided a 50 per cent tax on 
profits of such transactions as well 
as on similar transactions \com- 
pleted after the enactment of the 
law. The Court of Claims held that 
the retroactive tax was without due 
process and therefore void. In his 
brief to the Supreme Court, United 
States Solicitor-General Stanley 
Reed says the case involves an im- 
portant constitutional question “as 
to the power of Congress to pre- 
vent tax evasion or profiteering at 
the public expense on the basis of 
prospective revenue or monetary 
legislation, the enactment of which 
has become almost certain.” 

Farm Mortgage Moratorium.

The A. T. & T. declares in the brief 
to the Supreme Court that the sys- 
tems devised by the commission 
are (contrary to fundamental prin- 
ciples of correct accounting and so 
arbitrary and unreasonable as to 
amount to an abuse of the com- 
mission's powers, are beyond the 
authority of the commission and 
void; that they will cause the com- 
panies serious financial loss and 
will deprive them of their right 
to keep a reasonable and adequate 
set of books, and are in violation 
of the due process clause of the 
fifth amendment.” 

The Southern New York Federal 
District Court, from which the 
telephone company appealed, up- 
held the order of the commission 
with modifications. 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission is involved in two 
groups of cases. The first in- 
volves technical legal questions as 
to procedure for testing the con- 
stitutionality of the Public Utility 
Holding Co. Act of 1935, the other 
relates to the right of the commis- 
sion to question witnesses. Seem- 
ingly no important constitutional 
questions as to the laws themselves 
are at issue. 


Minimum Wage for Women. 

In some respects the State laws 
coming up to the Supreme Court 
this term are of equal importance 
with the questioned New Deal laws. 
And of these, the most important 
are the New York minimum wage 
law for women, which the Court 
invalidated by a five to four divi- 
sion, the Washington minimum 
wage law of 1913, which applies 
to women and to certain types of 
male labor. New York and IIili- 
nois have petitioned for a rehear- 
ing of the New York law and two 
cases have come to the Court from 
Washington relating to that State’s 
law which has been on the statute 
books for more than 20 years. 

The first Washington case is the 
appeal of the West Coast Hotel Co. 
from the decision of the Washing- 
ton State Supreme Court that the 
minimum wage scale set by the 
State law is constitutional. This 
case originated when a chamber- 
maid at Wenatchee demanded the 
wages due her under the State law. 
The second case relates to a $2.75 
minimum daily wage for workers 
on local public improvements 
made by the city of Seattle. 

The Court rarely grants rehear- 
ings, even on 5 to 4 decisions, and 
the limits of State power over 
minimum wages, if further clari- 
fied by the Court, probably will be 
on the Washington cases. 

Municipal Bankruptcy Act. 

A rehearing has also been asked 
on the Court’s 5 to 4 decision which 
invalidated the Municipal Bank- 
ruptcy Act. Ten states have joined 
in a petition for a rehearing of the 
case of C. L. Ashton v. Cameron 
City Water Improvement District. 
These states are: Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, New Mexico, Ore- 
gon, Texas and Washington.

Of the Elusive Emily 


DIVIDE THE DESOLATION: A Novel by 
Kathryn Jean MacFarlane. (Simon and 
Schuster, New York.) 


THE LIFE AND EAGER DEATH OF EMILY 
BRONTE, A _ Biography by Virginia 
Moore, (Rich and Cowan, Ltd., London.) 

T nes been a literary fashion for 

some time, and much trimming 

of legend has been added to it. 
With Charlotte the mythologists 
were lenient, because her several 
novels, her many letters and her 
contacts with people left the facts 
secure; but Emily, with only a few 
letters and poems, one novel and a 
reticent disposition, has been easy 
prey for the curious and fanciful. 
Her one _ novel, “Wuthering 
Heights,” they have tried to give 
to her brother, Branwell; in her 
poems, as in Shakespeare’s Sonnets, 
they find dark secrets; and her re- 
sentment of intrusion they discover 
to be the mark of a sinister mental 
quirk or a hidden episode in her 
simple story. 

Signs of this tendency to specula- 
tion are found in both these books: 
“Divide the Desolation,” by Miss 
MacFarlane, and “The Life and 
Eager Death of Emily Bronte,” by 
Miss Moore. Readers of both would 
do well to have on hand, as a check, 
“The Life and Letters” by Clement 
Shorter and Abbe Dimnet’s unpre- 
tentious monograph.

Miss MacFarlane is commendably 
frank. “I neither intend nor hope,” 
she writes in her preface, “that this 
novel will add anything to Bronte- 
ana: it is offered solely as an imag- 
inative and fictional work.” As 
such, it has decided charm, both in 
selection of detail and in _ style. 
Many items of the story's back- 
ground tally exactly with the 
facts: the list of morning papers, 
for instance, that came into the 
Bronte home; the sound of the 
stone mason’s chisel from opposite 
the parsonage; Emily’s trick of 
picking up her skirt and running 
with the wind over the moors. 
Other items are enlarged upon, as 
is the novelist’s privilege: the story 
of her family that Mrs, Earnshaw 
told Emily in Law Hill School, the 
first hint of “Wuthering Heights”; 
the aid that Branwell afforded 
Emily in the early chapters of the 
novel; the devotion of Emily to her 
brother, after Charlotte had had 
enough of his dissolute conduct, 

As a result, it can certainly be 
said for the novel that there 
emerges a picture of a family, each 
individual distinct as the Brontes 
were in life, and the one figure of 
Emily remarkably clear and _ re- 
markably like the person the scanty 
records reveal. 

Miss Moore, on the other hand, 


professes no purpose of fiction, In- 
deed, she writes a preface to em- 
phasize pointedly her labors of re- 
search. “I have wished,” she says, 
“to recreate not a legend. . . but 
the irreducible Emily Bronte, un- 
exaggerated, unaltered, unob- 
scured.” Yet she proceeds further 
than any previous biographer in 
reading autobiographic references 
into Emily’s poems, and carries to 
quite unfamiliar lengths the com- 
parison between Emily and Shirley 
of Charlotte’s novel. To her, 
“Wuthering Heights” is a personal 
record. For the novel, Emily “used 
a source, and a rich one, her own 
life, her own thoughts, her own de- 
sires and frustrations. “Wuthering 
Heights” is a tremendous allegory 
: .” Not content with such a 
statement, Miss Moore reads at the 
head of one of Emily’s poems, not 
a title, “Love’s Farewell,” but the 
name, “Louis Parensell,” a myth- 
ical lover, absence from whom 
brought Emily to despair. Though 
Miss Moore confesses that no rec- 
ord of such a person exists, she 
clings to her hypothesis as a plau- 
sible commentary on the sadness of 
Emily’s poetry.

The theory entertains, but is ut- 
terly unconvincing. A poet herself, 
Miss Moore might realize that a 
girl like Emily Bronte, fast locked 
in her own imaginative isolation, 
had no need of a Louis Parensell 
or any other to worship. Her pas- 
sionate lover lived in her fancy; no 
man could be like him, no actual 
man could take his place. He was 
the ideal lover of adolescence; and, 
as Emily abandoned herself to her 
loneliness and withdrew even from 
her sisters, she saw him fade sor- 
rowfully into the mystical, if lovely, 
figure of a girl’s dream: 

“He comes with Western winds, 
with evening’s wandering airs 
With that clear dusk of heaven 
that brings the thickest stars.” 

So that Miss Moore’s alternative, 
Lesbianism on the one hand, Louis 
Parensell on the other, seems fool- 
ish and unnecessary . : 

It is hard, too, for Bronte lovers 
to accept the implication of “Eager 
Death” in the title of Miss Moore’s 
study. While it is true that Emily, 
in her last illness, refused medical 
attention, other reasons besides de- 
liberate suicide can be found to ac- 
count for it: her almost maniacal 
isolation; her stoical independence; 
the too certain inner knowledge of 
the end. Till illness came, Emily 
loved life, her own eager life with- 
in; she met death on her feet, a 
stoic to the last

Without the Humor 


FALCON ROAD. By Chris Massie. 
mans, Green and Co., New York. 
ALCON ROAD of the 1880s was 
a typical English street, visited 
at twilight by the lamplighter 
and at other regular intervals by 
the muffin and cat’s meat men. 
One recalls childhood conceptions 
that a London street should have 
these attributes, together with an 
attendant atmosphere of peace. 

There is little peace, however, in 
Mr. Massie’s novel. Here is an un- 
sugared story of lower middle-class. 
English society of the late nine- 
teenth century, of its eccentrici- 
ties, abnormalities, and immorality. 
The acridity of the tale is lessened 
by only a scant handful of person- 
alities among the dozens present- 
ed; notably, by the imaginative boy 
Stephen and his devoted sister 
Grace, and by one or two individ- 
uals playing minor roles. 

The book has a Poe-like quality 

of horror. There are the wild imag- 
Inings of incipient madness and 
the fastastic behavior of advanced: 
insanity; and there is a bizarre, ut- 
terly unregrettable murder, result- 
ing in a false accusation and un- 
just conviction. 
: Mr, Massie’s characterization is 
Dickensian in its constant use of 
caricature. The novel is not, how- 
ever, lightened by much of Dicken- 
sian humor or other type of levity. 
It gives a serious picture of a group 
of Londoners of that conventional 
era, the Wictorian, who wunder- 
neath the surface have the human 
passions and weaknesses common 
to all ages.

JEFFERSON IN POWER. By Claude G.

T IS hard to recall any other

Mr. Bowers is a great drama, and 
so he writes it. As that celebrated 
St. Louis litterateur, Dr. Bart How- 
ard, in a burst of enthusiasm, put it, 
“That fellow Bowers could drama- 
tize an old pair of pants.”

As the foregoing remarks imply, 
Mr. Bowers does not regard history 
with Olympic detachment. In his 
previous work, “Jefferson and Ham- 
ilton,” describing the 10-year strug- 
gle for supremacy of these titans of 
young America, as well as in this 
present work, an account of Jeffer- 
son’s two terms in the White House, 
Mr. Bowers is “frankly partial,” as 
he mits, “to Jeffersonian princi- 
ples and policies.” His excuse for 
being Jefferson’s Charles Michelson 
is the “bitterly partisan interpreta- 
tions of the (Jeffersonian) period” 
turned out by “some distinguished 
historians.” So your ivory-browed 
searcher for abstract truth will 
have to forego the waters hauled 


up in Mr. Bowers’ bucket and him- 
self go down to the bottom of the 
well. 

Most of us, however, are frivolous 
enough to like our history enter- 
taining, even though it is told from 
a candidly biased point of view. 
“Jefferson in Power” opens with a 
chapter called “Mayfair in the 
Mud,” referring to the crude city 
that was Washington at the open- 
ing of the last century. We find in 
it glimpses of the reigning belles 
and beaux of the era, of the man- 
ner in which they whiled away the 
time in the young capital, what 
they had for dinner, what sort of 
parties were given, what was being 
played in the theater, what Min- 
ister beat his wife, the. frivolity 
and gossip of the period. 

Mr. Bowers takes us to the White 
House and describes the sort of 
life the simple, kindly Jefferson 
lived there, how he received the 
British Minister in heelless slippers, 
how he invited to dinner his most

venomous foes, how he served good 
food and excellent wines, how any- 
one could gain access to the Presi- 
dent in the daytime, how the dis- 
tinguished Baron Humboldt once 
found him on his back playing with 
his grandchildren. 

But the book is mainly devoted 
to a discussion of the problems that 
confronted Jefferson as President, 
of his victory over his great an- 
tagonist, Hamilton, whose death at 
Aaron Burr's hands wrote a tragic 
end to a brilliant career, and of the 
decline and fall of the Federalist 
party as the Jeffersonian policies 
triumphed. We are taken into the 
galleries of the House and Senate 
as the issues of the day are de- 
bated. We see that remarkable 
figure, John Randolph of Roanoke, 
in the waxing and waning of his 
powers; Josiah Quincy, John Quincy 
Adams, Giles and Burr and Wilki- 
non and Pickering and Fisher Ames 
—indeed, all of the celebrated 
figures of the time—and learn what 
they thought of the national prob- 


lems.

And the issues themselves are ex- 
haustively treated—the Louisiana 
Purchase, the Burr treason plot, the 
difficulties with England over im- 
pressment of sailors, the impeach- 
ment of Samuel Chase, the seces- 
sionist ambitions of the Essex 
Junto, and so on.

EFORE ‘the legend which al- 
Bresey surrounds Harlem’s famed 

“Father Divine” becomes fixed, 
John Hoshor has, in this volume, 
presented us with the facts con- 
cerning the Negro preacher’s life 
and method. Born George Baker in 
Savannah, Ga., about 1878, this 
bringer of the good word has 
progressed from a hedge trimmer 
in the South up through the years 
and the Middle Atlantic states to 
a mission in Harlem from which 
today he sways a multitude. 


Let us look upon a typical day in 
the life of the Negro metropofis. 
Father Divine, having arrived at 
his mission in a new shiny Rolls 
Royce town car, sits at banquet 
with the faithful and the indigent. 
There is a parade of free viands 
with an authentically Southern 
glamour. With dexterous hands, 
George Baker, now Father Divine 
to hungry children of the depres- 
sion, pours coffee, tea and milk. 
Neat, efficient waitresses serve the 
duly blessed, excellent food, which 
includes just about everything an 
ordinary mortal can think of. The 
menu Mr. Hoshor gives drives one 
to despair.

In the midst of this feast Father 
Divine rises in all the dignity of 
his five feet and with somewhat 
incoherent argument pours out his 
creed! complete equality for the 
races, God within, upright, joyous, 
useful living, the sublimation of 
sex, and the identification of dis- 
ease and death with error. But, 
somehow, even a critic cannot mis- 
take his meaning. Something is 
burning ever so brightly. He fin- 
ishes. The air throbs with song and 
shout. “Peace. Ain't it wonderful? 


Thank you, Father. Ain’t he sweet? 
Father Divine is God! He’s God! 
He’s God!” 

Who pays? Father Divine ex- 
plains it simply: “God will provide. 
When I spend a hundred dollars I 
make a thousand, when I spend a 
thousand I make a million.” But 
‘the better explanation is that, while 
Father Divine never touches an of- 
fering, his associates direct donors 
to secret treasure chests where the 
money is deposited. ~ 

No record of adherents is kept. 
Mr. Hoshor indicates there are be- 
tween t and 22 million in 158 
missions in 24 states and four for- 
eign countries. Verily, George Baker 
has come a long way from Savan- 
nah and 1878. . 

While the book might have been 
a little better organized, it remains 
a work of intense interest, and an 
excellent piece of reporting, gath- 
ering for the first time, so far as 
the reviewer is aware, the facts con- 
cerning what at least several mil- 
lion believe is a figure of messianic 
proportions, F. E. V.

T is highly improbable that bet- 

ter lyric poetry will be published

It has been remarked with good 
reason that the supreme fest of the 
poet must be undergone near the 
age of 30 when the romantic period 
normally ends. By that time the 
extravagantly promising ecstacy 
of vernal blossoming is definitely 
on the wane and the pain of fruit- 
ing begins. It is a time of pro- 
gressive disillusionment, and for 
most, whether professing poets or 
not, the “shades of the prison house 
begin to close.” That, perhaps, is 
what maturity means to the vast 
majority.

Maturity kills most poets; and 
fortunately so, since it is precisely 
the adult vision that can make 
verse worth the paper that it 
blackens. For who cannot see al- 
luring visions when the young 
blood riots? The test is in seeing 
the enduring vision when early 
dreams have dimmed and facts 
are brutal tyrants and duty is a 
galling harness. Some, it is la- 
mentably true, continue poetizing 
without vision long beyond the 
killing test—a pathetic and profit- 
less industry. 

Both John Hall Wheelock and 
Margaret Widdemer have lived and 
continued to sing far beyond the 
crucial period, and each has seen 
the only vision that can justify a 
continued interest in the writing of 
poetry after the death of youth. 
Not only have they survived the 
biological crisis, but they have 
come through the more than 20 
years of cultural madness .that be- 
gan in America about the year 
1912 and resulted in the incredible 
insanities of the “new poetry.” 
There is nothing in their verse to 
indicate exposure to that madness. 
The point that greatly matters here 
is this: that John Hall Wheelock, 
poet, is, first of all, truly a grown- 
up man; that Margaret Widdemer, 
poet, is first of all truly a grown- 
up woman; that both have been 
spiritually enriched with sacrifice 
and pain, and therefore have, as by 
divine gift, a license to sing to the 
rest of us who go about our tasks 
too often songless and certainly a 
little lonely. 

» 


These two voices—a man’s and a 
woman’s—sing beautifully in uni- 
son, for in the final appraisal they 
are singing the same song. Each 
has grown to the point where the 
personal view, the hurts and joys 
of the self, give way to the vast 
impersonal vision. Wheelock ex- 
presses this most powerfully in his 
“Unisons,” the next to the last poem 
in the volume; Margaret Widde- 
mer sings it exquisitely in “Cur- 
tains,” the last of her collection; 
and perhaps the difference in ex- 
pression is not unlike that between 
a baritone and a soprano voice. 

If one were called upon to com- 
pare the two volumes, it would be 
necessary to say that Wheelock’s 
is by far the greater from the view- 
point of literary achievement, for 
it contains the best of his work 
over a period of a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and Wheelock is indubitably 
one of the finest poets our genera- 
tion has produced. Margaret Wid- 
demer’s volume is the product of 
the last four years. 

But, after all, poetry, which hap- 
pens much more rarely than most 
readers suppose, is poetry, and in

TWO YEARS. By Alberto Albertini, (Vik 
Press, New York.) ” 


IGNOR ALBERTINI has taken 
§= old story from “The Lives of 

the Fathers” and paraphrased it 
thus: Maximus, a young Roman, 
is sick unte death. He is in love 
with life and unprepared to die. St. 
Mutius is called to his bedside. The 
Saint prays God that the youth may 
have a little more of life. The 
prayer is answered; a miracle is 
wrought. By Divine mercy Maxi- 
mus is granted two years more in 
which to reconcile himself with 
God’s will. At the end of the two 
years, the Saint prophesies, the boy 
must surely die. 

The bulk of the novel concerns 
itself with Maximus’ search for a 
perfected philosophy of faith. He 
struggles with the problems of di- 
vine and earthly love, God's justice, 
prayer, and eternal life. Saints, 
monks, philosophers, loved ones 
counsel him. Never does he quite 
attain perfect assurance in the face 
of death, that “peace of God that 
passeth all understanding.”

In two years the prophecy is 
fulfilled. Maximus dies. Even 
when his soul hag passed into eter- 
nity, however, all doubts are not 
immediately resolved. Some nostal- 
gia for earth still remains. But 
the book closes with the suggestion 
that Maximus’ soul will shortly at- 
tain complete awareness of the Di- 
vine purpose, complete comprehen- 
sion and therefore perfect happi- 
ness. The last scene, which occurs 
among the stars, is cribbed straight 
out of Cicero’s “Somnium  Sci- 
pionis.” ' 

The narrative is too slight to sus- 
tain the burden of reflection, didac- 
ticism, character analysis and the- 
ology that it is compelled to bear. 
It is as though a short story (as the 
theme does first appear in patristic 
writings). were drawn out to 400 
pages by the frequent insertion of 
lengthy essays more or less related 
to the central narrative. The char- 
acters are real enough. Maximus 
is a sensitive, sensual, cowardly, 
unpleasant hero. Monica and Sa- 
bina, who love him, are lovely. Mu- 
tius, the Saint, is a splendid, human, 
energetic laborer in the Lord’s vine- 
yard.

The story, with its scene laid in 
Rome in the latter part of the 
fourth century, is in no sense an 
historical novel. The author cares 
not the least that his picture of 
monasticism in Italy is an ana- 
chronism by at least a century. 
He is concerned with human prob- 
lems that vary not at all from age 
to age. The book is carefully and 
earnestly written, and is frequently 
thought-provoking. It is, however, 
too ponderous for a novel. It is 
hard to read. .

WHEL AFTER REVISION 


Of 30,000 Called for Duty 
» From September, 1935, to 
June, 12,000 Served. 


From September, 1935, until last 
June, 30,020 male citizens were sum- 
moned as jurors to serve in the 
St.. Louis Circuit Court and the 
Court of Criminal Correction, as 
shown by a report filed yesterday 
by Patrick J. McNamara, Jury Com- 
missioner. Of this number 12,229 
actually sat on juries, their service 
being in the 10 civil jury divisions, 
three divisions of the Circuit Court 
for Criminal Causes, and the two 
divisions of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, 

The report was filed with the 
Board of Supervisors, com- 
posed of the 18 Circuit Judges. Mc- 
Namara stated that beginning in 
September, 1935, and ending last 
month, the names of 64,753 qualified 
jurors were placed in the jury 
wheel,. but 829 names had been 
added subsequently. 

The regular office force began a 
revision of the jury lists in May 
and the work has been completed, 
information being obtained ‘from 
directories, telephone books and tel- 
ephone calls. 

As a result of the revision, the 
number of qualified jurors whose 
names were placed in the wheel for 
drawings was reduced to 47,717. A 
large number were eliminated from 
the original list as duplicates, re- 
jects, unqualified, including not 
found; permanently exempted and 
removals from the city. McNamara 
pointed out that the regular jury 
canvass for this year was waived 
in the interest of economy resulting 
in a saving of $8500. 

The total appropriation for the 
Jury Commissioner’s office by the 
city was $26,565, from which $16,861 
was spent for salaries and other ex- 
penses of the office.

The Better Business Bureau of 
St. Louis yesterday issued a warn- 
ing advising householders to inves- 
tigate thoroughly any so-called gas- 
saving device offered for sale by 
canvassers. 

The Bureau said that most such 
devices, usually intended for use on 
gas ranges or in gas or oil heat- 
ing burners, were practically 
worthless. A laboratory test 
one device by Bureau representa- 
tives’ was said to have proved it 
made no saving. A bulletin of the 
Bureau of Standards at Washing- 
ton was quoted, pointing out the 
possible danger of improper com- 
bustion and resulting carbon mo- 
noxide poisoning when such de- 
vices are installed without the ad- 
vice of competent fuel engineers. 

One of the devices which the Bu- 
reau said could be manufactured 
for about two cents was said to 
sell for $5.50.

Perhaps it began with the announcement of two “Hamlets.”

more or less Americanized, Leslie Howard. If Gielgud survives, thy 
anxieties of Elsinore will be on tap at two theaters. Toronto critig 
this week called his Hamlet “the finest of our time.” 

Great Britain has just sent us another pair, two plays dealing 
creepily with psychopathic murder, as the felony is known to ths 
police. One is “Night Must Fall,” the work of its star player, Em) 
Williams. The second is called “Love From a Stranger,” wroug) 
from a tale of Agatha Christie’s by Frank Vosper, also starring in it, 

Of the two, “Night Must Fall’’ appears the more successful, sing 
success in this kind of play is gauged by its power to send its aud 
ence into the night jittery, fearful of passersby and in no conditicg 
to occupy a room not lighted at full candlepower.

T HAS been a year now, me-

came to these shores, and our 
acquaintance with him by now 
ought to be sufficient for the ren- 
dering of a decision.

Striking Parallels Between the Scenes of the 
Napoleonic Campaigns and the 
Present Civil Strife. 
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“Courage.”

HEN a pampered court painter, officially 
revered despite his acid satire and even more 
acid realism, witnessed the spectacle of his 
hapless compatriots—sold out by the faithless 
| and incompetent rulers of Spain—slaughtered 
in unequal warfare with Napoleon's mercenaties, the re- 
sult was @ set of seven dozen etchings instinct with such 
urgent, passionate and strident protest that no one got 
around to publishing the series until $0 years later. 

But Francisco de Goya's commentary on the Napoleonic 
invasion of Spain, despite its immediacy and its truth to 
topical fact, was by no means an ephemeral criticism. 
Not only do these etchings represent the finest flourish 
of his incorrigible genius, but the tragedy they commemo- 
rate remains more or less chronic. Goya's graphic satire 
is quite as pertinent today as it was a century ago. The 
visions fixed by his stylus can be verified by the news 
cameras of 1936. 

This should not be taken as implying that the condi- 
tions of warfare which horrified Goya are peculiar to 
Spain; Nothing could have been farther from his inten- 
tion. His protest was directed not against his countrymen 
or any single war, but against the whole institution which 
struck him as so barbarous and unnecessary. Nevertheless 
some see in the “Disasters of War,” as these etchings are 
entitled, certain characteristics more applicable to warfare 
in Spain than eleewhere. 

The insane courage of an entire population fighting for 
what it conceives to be its individual birthright, the ex- 
cesses of almost sadistic cruelty and lust, the invariable 
presence of women and priests among the combatants, the 
unmitigated atrocities—all these factors entered into the 
massacre of the Dos de Mayo as they enter into today's 
news dispatches. To those who will ascribe this to the 
temperament of the Spaniard it should be pointed ou 
however, that Goya was a patriotic Spaniard in love with 
the common people of his country and that he was first 
of all enraged with the barbarism of the invaders, not 
with the militia that stood up to them, drove the usurper 
—Joseph Bonaparte—out of his capital and was finally 
defeated only by the generalship of Napoleon himself and 
his otganized armies.

ified areas. Thus, many valuable re- 


ports that would not otherwise be 


‘available are obtained. 


All hurricane warnings and adviso- 
ries are included in a bulletin specially 


designed for the use of masters of 


ships at sea and are broadcast twice 
daily through the naval radio station 
at-Arlington, Virginia. The bulletin is 
copied by other naval stations and re- 
broadcast so that all ships in waters 
subject to tropical storms are warned. 
During the hurricane season, the naval 
radio station at Key West, Florida, 
broadcasts special bulletins twice 
daily. A teletypewriter circuit operat- 
ing continuously was set up last year 
to link Weather Bureau offices in the 
principal Gulf Coast and Florida cities. 
Just how the hurricane starts ie not 
known, but a good deal may be in- 
ferred within reason.

The results of this curiosity have 
been put into a book; ‘Was College 
Worth While?’ by John R. Tunis 
(Harcourt, Brace and Company), 
whose sport writing has kept him in 
touch with college men, professors, 
and administrators. / 

Well, was it worth while? Mr. Tunis 
says that the majority of the class, in 
their answers to a questionnaire from 
the class secretary, say they think so. 
Many, however, do not. The story is 
recorded about the class banquet some 
years after graduation when the class 
secretary was making the customary 
appeal for funds. As reasons for giv- 
ing he cited ‘the customary arguments 
—the value of the education, the de- 
votion to the school, and all the oth- 
ers. .Finally someone in the back of 
the room cried out: “How about that 
education at Harvard my father paid 
for . . . and I never got?’’ 


ND this reply is recorded from 
an unemployed class member: 
“I simply did not know that it 
was necessary to make a living in or- 
der to live, and there was no one at 
Harvard, ue I remember, who told 
me.”’ ; 

But whether or not the members of 
the class think that it was worth 
while, Mr. Tunis marshalls together 
some facts on which he pretty well 
lete anybody draw his own conclu- 
sions, Twenty-five years out of col- 
lege, the average yearly income of this 
group is under $4500. About one- 
eighth are “living off the Government 
or their families.” Not more than 12 
per cent have ever taken any part in 
“public service,” that is, held public

His $350- 
a-month salary as a civilian instructor 
meant nothing when he contemplated 
the thrills of sighting the enemy from 
the clouds, so he applied for a trans- 
fer to the armed forces. 


His petition was denied. ‘‘Tex’’ re- 


mained where he was. In after years 


he spoke of his war service as “The 
War of Texas.”’ 

Hosatilities over, La Grone looked 
about fora job. Army training planes 
could be bought cheap, and with a 
“jenny” plane ‘‘Tex” started barn- 
storming. He visited Texas, Okla- 
homa and Kansas and frequently came 
in contact with a tall, talented flyer 
the boys called “Slim.” “Slim” and 


‘Tex"’ became friends and remained so 


and ‘there was not a happier pilot in 
America than “Tex” La Grone that 
day in May, 1927, when “Slim” Lind- 
bergh piloted his “Spirit of St. Louis” 
from New York to Paris alone.

Suddenly La Grone saw the larger 
mail plane rapidly overtaking him 
from the left.. “It looked like a house 
coming through the air,’’ he said in 
describing his sensations. 

In an effort to avert what he be- 
lieved would be a fatal collision, La 
Grone pulled his control stick back 
and zoomed. As he reached the apex 
of his soom the mail plane struck. 
The upper wing of the mail plane tore 
off the landing wheel of La Grone’s 
ship. The metal propeller of the mail 
craft, turning 1700 revolutions a min- 
ute, tore into the lower wing of the 
commercial ship, crushing wing and 
struts as though they were paper. 

The mail plane roared on and the 
pilot circled and landed. La Grone 
carefully landed his plane, causing it 
to run on one wheel until its speed 
had lessened, then standing it gently 
on its nose. Neither pilot was injured 
and both met immediately to talk over . 
the crash.

On another occasion the entire cam- 
era crew were thrown into the water, 
leaving Riefenstahl marooned on a 
pinnacle 1000 feet up.

It was probably this movie that 
made her Hitler’s favorite star. He 
was completely swept away by her 
daring. In 1934 he sent for her, hav- 
ing heard that her skill as a director 
and camera expert was equal to her 
exploits as an actress. Apparently the 
interview was successful. 

The next thing anyone knew, Leni 
Riefenstahl had been commissioned to 
photograph the party congress at Nur- 
emberg. Some 800,000 men took part 
in that exhibition and it was Leni’s 
business not only to arrange cameras 
in such a way as to photograph the 
spectacie as effectively as possible, but 
also to see that the maneuvers were 
executed in such a way that they 
would film well. 

Since then she has been entrusted 
with final responsibility in the pro- 
duction of ajl such movies. Her films 
do not have to be submitted to the 
censor—though she usually finds it 
tactful to consult Goebbels about her 
plans. She is directly responsible only 
to Hitler and the political power she 
exerts through her films cannot be ex- 
aggerated.

T IS the forbidden 

river of the under- 

world gods.” Thus 

did the Indians of 

Southern Mexico 

speak of the under- 

. ground river, the 

Amacuzac, when the first devil- 

may-care Conquistadores came 

ewaggering over the mountains 

from Vera Cruz, bound for Monte- 
zuma’s golden city, Mexico. 

For ages before the Spanish 
“houses that walk on the water’ 
appeared off the west coast of 
Mexico the Indians had held the 
region where the foaming Amacu- 
zac plunges underground in dread- 
ful fear. They believed that to 
go near this place, about 90 miles 
south of Mexico City, was to court 
certain disaster in the form of the 
wrath of the gods of the under 
regions. 

The Spaniards, who would have 
stormed the very gates of Hades 
if the occasion had arisen, were 
amused at these superstitions. 
But more pressing matters than 
exploring the lairs of underworld 
gods demanded their attention. 
First, there wae the Venice-like 
city of Mexico rising from the 
shining lake, where the Aztec em- 
peror, Montezuma, reigned over a 
court rivaling in wealth, pomp, 
and splendor that of any Oriental 
potentate. 

After the crimson-spattered 
years of the Conquest, the Indians 
lost a great deal of their fear of 
the Amacusac. They and others 
even came to venture into the en- 
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trance of the cavern in which the 
river drops from sight. In past 
years a few went there for fishing. 
But for long no one dared ex- 
plore the river’s course beyond 
the first cavern. This remained 
for Jose Gonzalez Ortega, Mexican 


attorney, world traveler, and ad- 


venturer. Recently, Ortega, with 
his two sons and two sons-in-law, 
succeeded after many almost un- 
believable hardships and adven- 
tures in traversing the 12-mile- 
long course of the river under- 
ground. 
of marvelous beauty and 
tling proportions, 
seemed doubtful at times if they 
would live to describe them.

This is extraordin- 
ary, even though the houses 
would hardly be tolerated in the 
worst slum districts of any city. 

Favorite building materials are 
flattened tin cans, straw, brush 
from the river or canal banks, 
scrap lumber found by the road- 
side. If energy is sufficient, the 
Yaqui householder in Guadalupe, 
as in Pascua, will go to the trou- 
ble to make adobe (native mud) 
bricks, Spanish fashion, and build 
a@ one-room hut of them.

The Yaqui Indians in Arizona 
are famous for queer religious 
rites, dating to the days of Span- 
ish conquest.

They preface ceremonials in 
Pascua, for instance, by erecting 
14 rude crosses. at intervals of 
about 76 feet on the outskirts of 
the village.

TRYING to CHECKMATE the HURRICANE

In 1926, the British warship 
Valerian, returning from taking 
aid to hurricane sufferere in the 
Bahamas, was trying to reach Her- 
muda before a hurricane could 
overtake her. When only an hour 
from her home port, the Valerian 
was struck by the hurricane. The 
ship was thrown on her beam ends 
by a series of squalls and sank 
within a minute, carrying down” 
all but 12 of her crew of 96, 

On September 2, 1985, a burri- 


cane hit the Florida Keys, bring-. 


ing death to more than 400 per- 
sons. The path of damage was 
only 40 miles wide, but for vio- 
lence it is one of the outstanding 
hurricanes of recorded history. 
The difference in pressure be- 
tween the tail end and the center 
built up a wave 12 feet high that 
washed across the Keys sweeping 
all before it. 3 

The Florida ‘Gaaster was an ex- 
ample of how the water rises in 
the partial vacuum in the center 
of the hurricane. Ae the extreme 
depression of the barometer in the 
center of a hurricane never ex- 
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cseds three inches—equivalent to 
a column of water of about three 
feet—it would seem the storm- 
wave could not be more than 
three feet high whereas it has ex- 
ceeded 60 feet. The explanation is 
that the pile of water due to the 
barometric depression extends 
over a very large area, and is sud- 


denly thrown on a very small one, 
dragging other water, heaped up 
by force of the wind, with it. It 
was such a wave as this that 
broke over the Sunderbunds of 
Bengal in 1876 and drowned more 
than 200,000 persons. Another 
tropical storm that struck India in 
1787 took 800,000 lives.
